New era of pollution control

OSHKOSH - A whole new era of 


pollution abatement, demanding con- 
tinued heavy expenditures by industry, 
was predicted Thursday afternoon by 
representatives of the paper industry 
and the state Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) 


Edwin A Locke, president of the 


American Paper Institute, New York, 
told a group of investment institution 
representatives that federal legislation 
is in the works to require industries to 
apply the "best practicable control 
technology by July 1, 1977" and the 
"best available technology bv June 1, 
1983." 


Oliver Williams, assistant adminis- 


trator of the DNR's division of en- 
vironmental protection, said the federal 
Environmental Protection Agency 


(EPA) has been easing in the new 
federal regulations to pick up where the 
state efforts left off. He said the federal 
law would put 
teeth 
into 
the 


guidelines. 


"It's not what you did yesterday," he 


said. "It's what you're going to have to 
do tomorrow that matters " 


Investment firm sponsored 


The panel discussion opened the af- 


ternoon session of the first annual 
paper seminar sponsored by Robert W. 
Baird & Co., Milwaukee-based invest- 
ment firm. The conference is being held 
to allow paper firms to acquaint the 
investment institutions with their 
companies. 


The investors, representing com- 


panies from many parts of the nation, 
were given a picture Thursday of the 
pollution abatement demands the 


paper industry and other industries in 
the United States will have to face in 
the next decade. 


Locke said the legislation being 


designed in a congressional conference 
committee revises the earlier legisla- 
tion which had 1976 and 1981 deadlines 
but still makes strong demands for 
working toward the zero pollution 
discharge goal. 


"So I think we're going to be faced 


for many years with very heavy expen- 
ditures in this field" of abatement, he 
added. 


James J. Shipman, vice president of 


public interests and affairs at Kimberly 
Clark Corp. noted that the closer one 
gets to zero pollution discharge, the 
more it costs. Removing the last 1 per 
cent of pollution may cost as much as 
removing the first 99 per cent, he said. 


Williams 
said 
the 
abatement 


program will set indjstry back finan- 
cially, taking them 25 to 50 years to 
recover, but in the end the nation will 
be better off for it. 


He said the abatement costs must be 


considered a part of the present stan- 
dard of living, and therefore part of the 
cost of doing business today. 


Under

federal abatement 


program, he said, the state probably 
will still administer the abatement 
orders but the orders will be based on 
the federal la\v and the EPA guidelines.

Swapped tot healing 


IMMOKALEE, Fla. (AP) - Three- 


month-old Eugene Evans Fire, who 
police say was swapped for a second- 
hand sports coupe, is recovering from 
malnutrition and rib fractures while 
police search for his parents.

"adopted" the infant face felony 
charges in court today. 


"The child appears to be responding 


to medical treatment and is readily 
accepting nourishment," said Marvin 
Cecil, a spokesman for Naples Commu- 
nity Hospital 


Cecil added that X rays revealed 


healing rib frictures, but he declined to 
say whether the child had been beaten. 
He said the dark-haired boy appeared in 
good spirits after responding to treat- 
ment and had even smiled at nurses 
Thursday. 


The infant was taken to the hospital 


Wednesday in critical condition, suf- 
fering malnutrition a>d dehydration.

The couple who brought him to the 


hospital, Homer and Frances Vannoy, 
are to appear before Criminal Court 
Judge Chris Sapp in Immokalee today 
on charges of receiving a child for 
payment or something of value, a 
seldom-used felony charge in Florida.

said the Vannoys agreed to trade their 
sports coupe for the child. They signed a 
hastily scrawled "adoption" certificate, 
written on a yellow legal pad in pencil, 
then called in the stepson and Mrs. 
Hague to witness the transaction.

agreed to take the child so they could see

WASHINGTON (AP) - The rise in 


living costs slowed below President 
Nixon's target goal of 3 per cent in the 
first year of his wage-price control 
program, the government reported 
today. 


"In the 12 months ending in August, 


the first year of the economic 
stabilization program, the Consumer 
Price Index rose 2.9 per cent This com- 
pares with a rise of 4.4 per cent in the 
preceding 12-month period," the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics said. 


The report said living costs in August 


rose two-tenths of one per cent, half the 
previous month's rise. 


The bureau also reported that the 


average paycheck of some SO million 
rank-and-file workers rose to $137.23 a 
week and that, after allowance for in- 
flation, the past year's increase in pur- 
chasing power was the largest on 
record. 


The report, marking the first an- 


niversary of the Nixon economic con- 
trols, said the Consumer Price Index 
rose to 125.7 in August This meant it 
cost $12.57 last month for every $10 
worth of typical family spending five 
years ago. 


The report said food prices rose three- 


tenths of one per cent in August and 
were 3.8 per cent higher man a yer 
earlier. 


Housing costs were up threetenths of 


one per cent for the month and 3.8 per 
cent for the year; clothing declined two- 


tenths for the month and was up 1.5 per 
cent for the year; transportation roae 
two-tenths in August and was one per 
cent higher than a year ago; mfdfciil 
care was up two-tenths for the month 
and 2.2 per cent for the year; and/ 
recreation costs remained unchanged in 
August and were up 2.8 per cent over the 
year. 


The bureau said grocery prices in 


August increased instead of declining 
slightly as they usually do for the month. 


"Meat prices rose nine-tenths of one 


per cent, slightly more than the usual 
seasonal rise, but less than the increases 
in both June and July," the bureau 


Dairy products, fruits and vegetables 


and poultry declined in price, the report 
said. "Gasoline prices rose sharply, 
reflecting changes in dealer discounts 
and the application of sales taxes in 
California to gasoline," the report said. 


"Prices of bouses and home repair 


commodities continued to increase," it 
said. "Footwear prices, reflecting 
higher wholesale prices, increased more 
than they usually do in August 
Alcoholic beverages also rose. 


"Prices were lower, however, for 


many clothing items, textile bouse 
furnishings, furniture, appliances, and 
floor-coverings, primarily because of 
summer sales." 


Prices for both new and used cars 


declined but less man usual for the 
month, the bureau said. 


All 4 candidates 
out campaigning

For the first time in the 1972 


presidential campaign, all four major 
candidates are taking to the hustings 
today. 


President Nixon prepared to fly to 


Texas. Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
is making a series of appearances in 
the South. Democratic presidential 
nominee George McGovern is in 
Detroit, and his runningmate, Sargent 
Shriver, is campaigning in New York. 


Agnew, just a few days into his 


official election effort, has responded 
sharply to McGovern's steady crit- 
icism of the Nixon administration's 
Vietnam policy. 


Dropping the low-key style he used 


earlier in the week, Agnew told a 
Republican rally in Chattanooga, 
Tenn., that McGovern is "parroting 
the propaganda of the North Viet- 
namese" in criticizing U.S. bombing. 


Thus, Agnew said, the Democrat is 


helping to destroy "the morale of 
thousands of Americans who are not 
in possession of the facts" about 
communist aggression. 


Meanwhile, Nixon was ready today 


to depart on his most important trip 
so far in the campaign-an overnight 
jaunt to Texas. 


The President planned to attend a 


reception and buffet dinner tonight 
for wealthy Democrats for Nixon at 
the Floresville ranch of John B. 
Connally, the former Democratic 
governor and Treasury secretary. 


On the Democratic side, McGovern 


says he plans to talk to the voters by 
television in a series of quiet "fireside 
chats," alluding to the historic radio 
addresses of President Franklin C 
Roosevelt 


The South Dakota senator said 


Thursday night that he has been 
having trouble getting his message 
across to the people in "partisan" 
speeches at airport rallies and street 
crowds. 


McGovern made the statements to 


newsmen as his campaign jet headed 
to Detroit after a day of troubles in 
his city-hopping campaign. In New 
York Thursday, McGovern drew-bv 
newsmen's estimate-only 200 persons 
to a street appearance in a densely 


populated Italian-American section 
because, residents said, no one told 
them the candidate would appear. 


Earlier in Queens, the crowd was 


so large that Secret Service 
bodyguards whisked away McGovern 
and Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, who has 
been accompanying the nominee. 


McGovem had barely flown, out of 


New York City when vice-presidential 
running-mate Shriver flew in. Shriver 
immediately went to a private home 
for a fund-raising cocktail party. 


Shriver campaign aides said he was 


considering flying to Texas today for 
an appearance in Floresville-about 
seven miles from Connally's ranch, 
where Nixon was scheduled to be. : 


Earlier Thursday, Shriver told the 


City Club of Cleveland that he hopes 
to "become the people's voice at the 
top of government." He maintained 
there is "too little representation of 
the people" in Washington. 


On another campaign front, Pat 


Nixon unveiled the cornerstone for a 
new building at a senior-citizen 
housing development in Riverside, 
Calif., and the event turned into a 
rally for her husband's re-election 
campaign.

Brandt set 
to dissolve 
parliament 


BONN (AP) — ChMcellar Willy 


Brandt's government is expected to fall 
by his own hand today in an un- 
precedented parliamentary maneuver 
be triggered to seek re-election in 
November. 


The lower bouse, or Bundestag, was 


first expected to ratify a Brandt treaty 
relaxing traffic restrictions between 
West and East Germany, a key element 
ita the chancellor's bid to normalize 
relations with the Communists. 


The Bundestag then planned to vote on 


a motion of confidence Brandt raised 
two days ago with the sole purpose of not 
getting it The motion was certain to fail 
because all parties want to get on with 
the elections. 


President Gustav Heinemann soon 


afterward was expected to dissolve the 
lower house — nearing the end of its last 
session since being elected in September 
1969 — and call elections for Nov. 19. 
This is nearly a year before their 
originally scheduled date. 


Until then, Brandt will continue to 


govern on a caretaker basis. 


Brandt's confidence motion — the 


only device the constitution permits to 
dissolve the parliamentary lower house 
before the end of its four-year term and 
call premature elections — was forced 
on the Social Democratic chancellor by 
the loss of his ruling majority in ApriL 


The defection of several of his 


lawmakers left Brandt unable to pass 
controversial laws and split the 496-vote 
Bundestag in an unprecedented 248-248 
perfect deadlock between the govern- 
ment and the opposition. 


Brandt's voting power dwindled to 247 


this week when former cabinet minister 
Karl Schiller, who angrily resigned his 
economics and finance portfolio in July, 
stayed away from the Bundestag. 


The opposition Christian Democrats 


promptly railroaded through several 
major amendments to a pension reform 
package Brandt had hoped would bring 
him valuable votes in November. This 
allowed the opposition to claim the final 
law as theirs.

Anti-hijacking sanctions 
win approval of Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With the 


Senate preparing for its third vote of 
the year on requiring total US. troop 
withdrawal from Indochina, the 
House has approved $4.2 billion for 
foreign aid and related programs. 


The House vote Thursday night was 


166 to 141 for the aid appropriation 
bill and came after members shouted 
down attempts to slash foreign-aid 
spending by SI billion. 


The action sent the bill to the 


Senate, which today uses its own 
aid-authorization measure as a vehicle 
for debating an end to the war. The 
same bill will provide the second 
Senate battle of the year over military 
assistance to foreign countries. 


The Senate will vote Tuesday on 


the bill and its end-the-war amend- 
ment 


The (4.2-billion aid appropriation 


approved by the House carries $2 
billion for military assistance during 
the current fiscal year. $1.2 billion for 
economic aid. $81 million for the 
Peace Corps, and the remainder for 
international development-loan instit- 
utions and for aiding Cuban and 
Bangladesh refugees. 


The total, $1 billion above last 


year's figure, is $967.9 million below 
President Nixon's request. 


The House earmarked at least $350 


million for direct aid to Israel, and 
voted to prohibit any aid for trade 
with the Soviet Union so long as the 
Moscow government charges Jews 
high fees to emigrate. 


Rep Charles Vanik. D-Ohio. said 


the Soviet Union requires Jews to pay 
up to $25.000 to leave the country. 
The Soviet government says the 
requirement is not restricted to Jews 


Vanik said the amendment would 


prohibit use of Exportlmport Bank or 
Overseas Private Investment Corp. 
funds for trade with the Soviet Union. 


Rep. Clarence D. Long. DMd.. failed 


in attempts to slash $300 million from 
security aid and $571.6 million for U.S. 
loans to foreign countries. He con- 
tended the money goes mainly to the 
rich and powerful abroad. 


"What we've not to learn is that 


dollars don't fight; men do." Long 
said. "You cannot give people the will 
to fight by pouring money in." 


He added: The great mass of the 


poor people all over the world are 
never touched by these aid 
programs." 


Another voice vote rejected an 


attempt by Rep. John G. Dow. D-N.Y., 
to reduce the military-aid appropriat- 
ion by $192.3 million. His main 
interest was ;n cutting aid to Cam- 
bodia. 


The bill passed by the House 


Thursday actually appropriates funds 
for the aid programs. The measure 
under consideration in the Senate 
only authorizes the military-aid 
program. Congress last year approved 
a bill authorizing economic-aid 
programs for two years. 


While the House has voted $2 


billion for Military aid this year, the 
figure recommended by the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee m $1.45 
billion, plus $lt* BMDKMI for rdfef to 
toiiftiajtorft The T«"»»*««» figure is 
$701 million below Nixon adminis- 
tration requests. 


The new Senate bill » $270 million 


less than the measure rejected by the 
Senate July 24 after an amendment 
to cut off funds for UJS. involvement 
in Vietnam in four months was at- 
tached. 


Sen. John C. Stennis, D-Miss., 


chairman of the Senate Armed Ser- 
vices Committee, is sponsoring an 
amendment to delete the Indochina 
war-fund cutoff from the pending bill. 


Republican Leader Hugh Scott of 


Pennsylvania proposes in another 
amendment to increase the 
authorizations for military assistance 
grants and supporting aid. and milit- 
ary credit sales to the $1.7-biUk>n total 
previously turned down by the 
Senate. 


Free POWs sfi// in Hanoi 


HONG KONG (AP) — North Vietnam 


accused U.S. officials today of "lying in 
wait" at Vientiane, Laos, for three fliers 
being freed by Hanoi 


It claimed the officials want to 


"blatantly kidnap" the three American 
POWs and "force them back into dark 
and ugly plots to advance the United 
States' war of aggression against 
Vietnam." 


The broadcast by Radio Hanoi could 


be laying the groundwork for a plan to 
fly the POWs from Hanoi to Burma or 
another Asian country where they could 


not meet 
easily 
with military 


authorities. 


The three pilots — Air Force Maj. 


Edward Elias and Navy Us. Mark 
Gartley and Morris Charles — were 
officially released Sunday, but ap- 
parently are still in North Vietnam. 


American officials in Vientiane said 


they had been expecting the fliers to 
arrive from Hanoi on one of the 
regularly scheduled flights. But recent 
reports indicated the Norm Vietnamese 
may be trying to get a special plane to 
overfly Vientiane. 


WASHINGTON (AP) -A bill passed 


by the Senate would give the 
president sweeping new power to 
curtail air traffic to and from coun- 
tries harboring skyjackers or assisting 
airborne terrorists. 


In addition, the bill would set up 


a federally financed airport police 
force, require screening of every 
passenger, and give juries the option 
of meting out the death penalty to a 
convicted skyjacker 


The United Nations has been unable 


to agree on remedies for the spiraling 
rate of skyjackings. 


The Senate, however voted Thursday 


75 to 1 for a plan to give the president 
leeway to suspend services of a U.S. 
airline to a foreign country or service of 
a foreign airline in the United States if 
the other nation: 


-Aids or harbors skyjackers or is 


host to or helps terrorist groups using 
air piracy as a prime weapon. 


—Takes inadequate precautions 
against skyjacking. 


-Continues its service to another 


nation which aids or abets skyjackers 
or sky terrorists

WASHINGTON (AP) - Alarmed by 


the deaths of three-dozen French 
babies and armed with new test 
results, the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration today announces per- 
manent curbs on the popular germ- 
fighter hexachlorophene which is 
suspected of causing brain damage 


The agency's decision is 


complicated by recent confirmation 
that infection outbreaks increased 
sixfold in hospital nurseries that 
stopped routine HCP bathing of 
newbo infants. 


In fact, the FDA had delayed action 


until now on its January proposal to 
restrict the antibacterial skin cleanser 
to hospital and prescription use and 
ban its inclusion in vaginal 
deodorants. 


But in August the world learned 


that a French-made talcum powder, 
accidentally laced with a double dose 
of HCP, had been traced to several 


infant deaths. 


The French Health Ministry blamed 


the 6-per-cent HCP content for 
causing encephalitis, or severe brain 
inflammation. The FDA sent two 
experts over to investigate. 


None of the French Talcum powder 


was imported into the United States, 
the FDA said. 


The FDA's regulatory decision will 


have a large impact on the mul- 
timillion-dollar cosmetic industry, 
which has used HCP in such items 
as vaginal sprays, aerosol deodorants, 
soaps, toothpaste, baby lotion and 
hair spray. 


The feminine-spray business alone 


has been estimated at $53 million 
annually. Physicians have reported, 
however, that some women suffered 
genital irritations from their use. 


Widely used in hospitals for more 


than 20 years, HCP came under public 
attack last November by consumer 


advocate Ralph Nadir who wrote the 
FDA that HCP was fast becoming a 
health hazard and asked that it be 
made a prescription drug. 


The FDA acted in December by 


sending a drug bulletin to (00,000 
doctors and other health profes- 
sionals, warning them to discontinue 
use of products such as pHisoHex in 
routine body h*thitig of infants and 


The buBetin cited fresh studies by 


the pHisoHex manufacturer, 
Winthrop Laboratories, showing that 
baby monkeys bathed with a 3-per- 
cent HCP solution for 90 days had 
developed brain lesions. 


Human infants bathed with the 


same strength HCP showed 
measurable levels of the chemical in 
their bloodstreams, and rats that were 
fed small quantities developed brain 
changes.

since been dinussed. 


Burton. 21.2129 W. Second St.. was given the 10-day sentence 


in a Wednesday appearance before Judge Nick F. Schaefer in 
Outagamie County Court Branch 2. Schaefer also approved a 
defense motion to dismiss all six traffic charges on grounds that a 
trial date had not been set within the required 60 days after the 
defendant's initial court appearance, which was on July 13. 


Burton had spent all or part of 19 days in jail until July 31. when 


he failed to return from work as a Huber law prisoner. During 
that time, be entered no plea to the charges and no further court 
date was set 


He had been arrested by Appleton police at 2:10 a.m. July 12 


while driving in the 100 block of S. State Street, He was charged 
with driving after revocation, nonregistration of a vehicle and 
illegal use of license plates.

She 
found the door locked and saw a 
woman, whom she identified as Sylvia 
Messing of Oshkosh, through a win- 
dow. Then she said that because she 
was afraid of Mack she went back to 
her car and took out a rifle which she 
had bought earlier in the day for her 
son's birthday. 


She put one shell in the gun and 


entered the house and saw Mack lying 
nude on the bed. "I was disgusted, 
thoroughly disgusted." 


She said Mack moved from the bed 


and stood in the doorway with a curtain 
wrapped around himself. "Sylvia took a 
step and Mack moved —"they both 
moved —the gun went off."

Mrs. Ham at Winnebago State Hospital 
about a week after the incident testified 


Thursday that she was under stress 
when the shooting occurred. Dr. Milton 
L. Kuhs said Mrs. Ham told him the 
shooting was an accident. He said Mrs. 
Harn needed psychiatric treatment 
even though she appeared stable dur- 
ing the interview at the hospital 


Dr. Ralph K. Baker, who interviewed 


her about two months later, said, "I 
know that she was under some strain 
when she was driving down to 
Neenah." He felt she was competent to 
stand trial, but also that she should 
have supportive psychiatric help to get 
her out of her depression. Dr. Baker 
said some of the traits he noticed in her 
were immaturity, naivete and impul- 
siveness. 


Attorney David F. Krizenesky of 


Appteton testified that Mrs. Harn came 
to see him on the day before the in- 
cident to discuss divorce settlement* 
problems. He said her main concern 
was having her ex-husband pay for 
rebuilding her house that had burned 
down in December of 1970. 


Krizenesky looked at the divorce 


papers and told her that they said 
nothing about her ex-husband provid- 
ing her with a house. "It seemed that he 
got everything and she got the kids," he 
said. He said Mrs. Harn appeared ner- 
vous and "was coming apart." He said 
he could not convince her that the 
house was not hers.

this has been changed. He pointed out 
that transactions in juvenile court are 
closed to the public and the files are 
kept locked. He said a juvenile com- 
miting a felony does not carry the 
record into his adult life. The 
philosophy behind this is the hope that 
the juvenile will straighten out through 
supervision or whatever type of action 
is required, he said. 


Following a criminal act, the juvenile 


can be found delinquent and then the 
court can decide with the social service 
worker what can be done. "The pur- 
pose is to be preventive and rehabilita- 
tive, and not punitive and retributive," 
he stressed. The court also recognizes 
home and background from which 
people come; all of these are usually 
symptomatic of something that should 
be changed, he said. 


By the time a juvenile appears in 


court, he already has been in trouble in 
school, or has been doing such things as 
shoplifting or maybe taking a car for a 
joy ride. First referrals are usually 
made to the Department of Social Ser- 
vices. Department personnel will talk 
with the youngster and his family and 


in this way attempt to get the juvenile 
straightened out so he doesn't have to 
be referred to juvenile court, he noted. 


When the youngster gets into more 


trouble with the police, a petition for 
determination of status will be set 
forth. It will list counts allegedly 
performed by the youngster and other 
information before a decision is 
reached on the course of action to be 
taken. The Department of Social Ser- 
vice makes the study and gathers the 
information. 


Weise said that during the last four or 


five years the juvenile court has 
become more of a criminal court. All of 
the constitutional rights heard so much 
about also apply to the juvenile. He said 
the court handles about 100 juvenile 
cases, other than traffic, a year. 


"It is rather difficult to go according 


to the criminal rules and apply social 
philosophy, so the ones who are prone 
to violate come before us quite often,'" 
Weise said. 


He noted, however, that between 85 


and 90 per cent of the juveniles that 
come before him with their parents and 
"talk it over" do not come back.

Missing wings 


Investigators were told by one wit-

Most of the witnesses agreed the planes 
were not intact when they dropped. 


Some witnesses said the Convair 


appeared to be flying unusually low. 
Others said it appeared to be at a nor- 
mal altitude. Most persons said neither 
plane was making any unusual noises 
before the crash. A boy said the Con- 
vair engines were making a strange, 
choppy sound. 


According to the witness group 


report, witnesses interviewed had been 
in Menasha, on the lake and on the 
west, north and northwest shores of the 
lake when they made their observa- 
tions. 


Observations were used by the NTSB 


to assist in establishing approximate 
converging- 
angles, 
avoidance 


maneuvers by either aircraft, general 
headings and altitudes and to establish 
an airplot of the collision. 


The only witnesses called to testify at 


the hearing, a NTSB member said, were 
those who saw the planes just before 
the crash, then saw them collide. 


The board member indicated it is not 


unusual to get such discrepancies in 
testimony from witnesses to airline 
crashes. He agreed the problem was 
similar to that faced by, crime inves- 
tigators.

Lucey, for instance, has flatly com-

Federal legislature likely 


Perhaps the greatest pressure now 


for the passage of no-fault legislation, 
says DuRose, is the likely action of the 
Congress in the area. The threat of 
pending federal legislation is spurring 
much of the industry and many states 
toward action, he says. 


Lorge says that he prefers the "op- 


tional" plans which permit a person to 
choose whether he wants to sue or 
collect damages — at a lower level — 
without the costs and time of proving 
fault. 


DuRose says that most such plans 


actually provide little more coverage — 
if any - than currently exists under 
Wisconsin insurance law. Other critics 
pointedly contend that the plans simply 
allow lawyers to high pressure accident 
victims into costly suits for a share of 
the winnings, undermining the 
philosophy of no-fault. 


Both the Lorge committee and the 


DuRose committee are expected to 
start work soon in preparation for the 
1973 session. 


Lorge, a candidate for re-election this 


fall, says that he will have copies of the 
six or so most commonly advanced 
plans prepared for a series of hearings 
around the state this fall.

MADISON -University of Wisconsin 


system regents put their stamp of 
approval om a $1.2 billion budget 
request Thursday -making virtually no 
changes after two days of study -and 
asking for a 25 per cent hike in state tax 
funding for 1973-75. 


The regents asked for $800.000 more 


than expected to advance an income 
insurance program for ailing faculty 
members, and made requests for 
changed state policy on future cost of 
Jiving salary increases for faculty 
members, but made no substantial 
alterations in the record-high request 
by System Pres. John C. Weaver's ad- 
miiustration- 


In UW accounting terms, the budget 


request represents a hike of about $103 
million in state tax money over the 
existing two year budget in effect. In 
taxpayer terms it marks a suggested 
boost of about $125 million, because of 
more than $21 million in state taxes the 
System was directed by Gov. Patrick J. 
Lucey to cut from spending before 
starting to build the new budget 
request 


Total spending, from all sources, is up 


more than $151 million in UW ac- 
counting terms — and up more than 
$172 million when the mandatory cut- 


back in the budget base is considered. 


Final size of the operating budget 


request peaked at more than $1.180 
billion, with the addition of the income 
insurance program. The program had 
been proposed to start in the second 
year of the 1973-75 biennium. The 
regents, at the urging of faculty groups, 
advanced it for proposed starting with 
the beginning of the new biennium next 
July. 


All of the requests will be advanced 


to Lucey. who will make his own bud- 
get decisions -including probable cuts 
- and outline a statewise operating 
budget request to the legislature early 
next year. 


The regents Friday will begin work 


on a building budget, which in its 
proposed form contains at least one 
new building for each of the 13 main 
campuses of the merged UW system. -

Israeli authorities say regular patrols 


may be instituted deep inside Lebanese 
territory if the Beirut government 
allows Arab guerrillas to continue'to use 
the region as a springboard for attacks 
against the Jewish state. 


Israeli forces have patrolled the area 


north of the Israeli border known as 
Fatahland, named for the largest 
guerrilla organization, for several 
months. So far they have remained 
within sight of the frontier. 


But Israeli experts in Tel Aviv said 


Thursday these patrols may be ex- 
tended to reach 15 miles inside Lebanon 
up to theLJtani River. 


The two-day raid last weekend by 


hundreds of Israeli troops into Lebanon 
against the guerrillas penetrated at 
feast 15 miles in spots. 


The raids drove most of the guerrillas 


out of the area. Regular Lebanese army 
unite moved in when the Israelis left and 
they have stopped some of the guerrillas 
from returning. A Lebanese army patrol 
clashed with the guerrillas Thursday 
and two soldiers and one guerrilla were 
shot in a village 80 miles south of Beirut, 
according to reports reaching Cyprus. 


The semi-official Egyptian newspaper 


Al Ahram warned the Israeli raids may 
be related io getting a stronger 
bargaining position before an alleged 
Soviet-American deal on the Mideast is 
completed.

Good lawyer needed 
to make out a will 


(Last in a series) 


When you're writing your will, you 


don't need to make an itemized 
statement of your assets, nor do you 
need to go through the process of dis- 
posing of your property, item by item. 


Any time you wish, and as often as 


you wish, you may change your will- 
reflecting changes in your assets, 
changes in your desires, changes in 
your choices of beneficiaries. 


Your will is not recorded. No one has 


to know you've even made one if that is 
what you want. 


The existence of your will doesn't 


affect in any way whatsoever your 
ability to sell or otherwise dispose of 
your property. You can act as though 
you had never even thought of writing 
a will, much less had written one. 


And you need not put your business 


into good shape in order to write your 
will. An excellent reason for making a 
will, in fact.might be that your business 
was in bad shape. 


The above statements clarify merely 


a random sampling of widesspread 
misconception about wills. They also 
should make it abundantly obvious 
that it's stupid to attempt to write what 
may be the most important single 
document of your lifetime without the 
help of a competent lawyer who is 
concerned only with your interests. 
e50 The legal fee for this service is 
usually modest: on average, feewill 
range from $35 to $150. Of course, if the 
provisions of your will are complicated, 
the charge will be more. 


By all means, discuss the fees with 


your lawyer in advance-and if you 
wish, check the fee schedule with your 
local bar association. 


Above and beyond the simple draft- 


ing of your will, a competent lawyer 
can help you prepare an itemized lisf of 
yourreal and personal property and 
other assets. And he can guide you in. 
tax-saving moves in the way you divide 
up your estate—both before and after 
your death. 


Your estate consists of all of your 


assets and property—real and other- 
wise-including money owed to you at 
your death. Subtracted from this total 
must be all your debts, death costs and 
other personal expenses. 


Another major misconception you 


probably have, though is that you may 
distribute everything vouown via your 
will. 


You cannot. 
You cannot disposeas such as- 


sets as your life insurance, your pen- 
sion, your U.S. savings bonds through 
your will. Why not? Because you 
already have named the beneficiaries 
for these assets and, thus, already have 
disposed 
of 
the 
assets. 


You could name your estate as the 


beneficiaries of your life insurance 
policy—thereby guaranteeing that the 
proceeds will be distributed as your will 
dictates. But since executors' fees are 
based on the gross value of your estate, 
you will increase the cost of adminis- 
tering your estate by including a fat 
sum of insurance in it. 


Usually, you will find it better, faster 


and less expensive to have the proceeds 
of your life insurance go directly to the 
beneficiaries you designate-particular 
if life insurance is the bulk of your 
estate. 


You also cannot dispose of the 


following assets via your will: 


Property which you expect to inherit 


but which you did not in fact receive 
before your death; 


Assets over which you lose control 


after your death-such as income from 
a trust to be received by you only 
during your own lifetime. 


Before hour lawyer can draft a will to 


fit your needs and desires, he must have 
a personal who-what-when-where-how 
about yourself and your property. You 
are the only one who can provide him 
with this memorandum—which also 
will beextremely-useful.' your survivors 
and the executor of your estate. 


Pick a quiet, relaxed time and make 


out a detailed personal record, includ- 
ing: all your assets, your personal rela- 
tionships, major documents, where 
they are, contracts, deeds, vital 
numbers, dozens of other important 
facts. 


Put the completed guide in a safe 


place but NOT in your safe deposit box. 
(Your will also belongs outside your 
safe deposit box; let your attornev keep 
it.) 


Notify your family or closest friend 


where the list is.

Revenue sharing 
outlook improves 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) - The state 


finds itself able to increase the 
amount of tax revenue it shares with 
municipalities, and fewer cities than 
expected will lose money under the 
new revenue-sharing plan, tax 
analysts reported Thursday. 


Kenyon C. Kies, director of tax 


analysis for the Department of 
Revenue, said Wisconsin's "rapidly 
improving economic conditions" have 
provided the revenue-sharing treasury 
with extra fuel. 


Beloit, Eau Claire and Green Bay 


were among 17 major cities which had 
been expected to lose some tax 
revenue as a result of the 1971 
legislature's new formula. But the 
three cities have been transferred to 
the increased-benefits list instead. 


The department said tax revenue 


distribution to more than 1,800 
communities this year should 
approach $279 million, about $10 
million more than had been estimated. 


A payment of $29 per capita has 


been distributed already. The final 
payment is to be made in November, 
and should amount to $6 per capita 
to round out the year's required 
appropriation of $35. 


The payment, Kies said, is to in- 


volve special utility payments which 
are being expanded by including 
electric utility substations in the tax 
calculations. 


Other encouragements, he said, 


include broader special utility 
payments enacted by the legislature 


following adoption ot me new for- 
mula. 


Revisions of population estimates 


by the Administration Department are 
helping, he said. 


Another improvement for many 


municipalities is the inclusion of 
sewer service charges in calculating 
local tax rates for shared-revenue 
purposes, he said. 


Walter F. McCanna, deputy revenue 


secretary, said the unanticipated 
revenue might help "to provide ad- 
ditional real property tax relief at the 
local level. 


Municipalities could use the extra 


funds to ease the demand on property 
taxes by not spending the windfall on 
new programs, he said. 


Shared-revenue payments do not 


include $88 million distributed in 
March for direct property tax relief, 
nor $85 million in personal property 
tax relief representing livestock, 
manufacturing and mercantile 
in- 


ventories. 


The department said Milwaukee, 


which had gained the most under the 
formula revision adopted last year, is 
to receive $1.5 million more than had 
been estimated. 


The city's total increase under the 


new formula, therefore, is about $11.7 
million. 


Madison, the state's secondlargest 


city, is to get $1.8 million more than 
under the old formula, including 
$798,505 extra as a result of Thurs- 
day's disclosure. 


Contaminants found 
in every fish tested 


MILWAUKEE (AP) - Pesticides, 


mercury and industrial chemical 
pollution have been found in almost 
every fish tested by the Wisconsin 
Natural Resources Department, a 
spokesman reported Thursday. 


There is no evidence of harm to 


humans from eating fish from Wis- 
consin's lakes and streams, Stanton 
J. Kleinert said, but "we are con- 
cerned." 


Kleinert, chief of surveillance for 


the department's Bureau of Standards 
and'Surveys, addressed the Wisconsin 
section of the American Water Works 
Association. 


He said nearly all fish tested by the 


department in the last half decade 
while monitoring pollution levels have 
contained DDT, industrial chemicals 
called PCBs. and other dangerous 
chemical compounds. 


"Quantities of these substances 


exceed Food and Drug Administration 
tolerance levels in some locations of 
Wisconsin," Kleinert said- 


Lake salmon and trout from Lake 


Michigan exceed FDA tolerance 
levels, large lake trout exceed FDA 
safety levels for PCBs, and fish in the 
Mississippi River between Prescott 
and the Chippewa River have ex- 
cessive PCB ratings, he said. 


Fish sampled in the lower Flam- 


beau, middle Chippewa and the 
Wisconsin rivers show excessive 
mercury content, he said. 


H o w e v e r , "I k n o w of no 


documented cases in Wisconsin or 
North America where humans have 
been harmed by eating fresh-water 
fish containing DDT, dieldrin, PCBs 
or mercury," he said. 


FDA standards, he said, "are es- 


tablished with a wide margin of 
safety, well below the level of toxicity 
to humans.'-' 


"Although residues of these subs- 


tances have not reached dangerous 
levels in Wisconsin fish, we are 
concerned," he said.

UWO scientist joins 
ocean drilling team 


OSHKOSH - A University of Wis- 


consin-Oshkosh faculty member is one 
of eight international scientists who 
this fall will attempt to bring up new 
scientific knowledge from the depths of 
the Indian Ocean. 


He is Dr. Brian K. McKnight. an 


assistant professor of geology. 


McKnight and his colleagues, about 


half of them expected to be Americans, 
will sail from Australia Nov. 1 aboard 
the Glomar Challenger, a deep sea 
drilling vessel which has been taking 
core samples of bottom sediment from 
all of the world's oceans since 1968. 


The Oshkosh man will report to 


Fremantle, Australia, by Oct. 30 for 
orientation which will precede the 55 
day probe of parts of the Indian Ocean 
bottom, primarily in the northeastern 
portion. 


Built in Texas in 1968 and owned by 


Global Marine, Inc., Los Angeles, the 
10,400-ton ship is equipped with a 142 
foot drilling derrick, the top of which 
soars almost 200 feet above the water 
line. 


Samples from ocean bottom 


Capable of putting down more than 


four miles of drill pipe into the ocean 
floor, Glomar Challenger retrieves core 
samples of bottom sediment -rock, silt, 
clay and sand -that tell scientists much 
about the age of oceans, climate 
changes, how mountains were formed, 
volcanic action, ancient marine life, 
and the movements of sea bottoms and 
continents. 


Science believes that Africa, North 


and South America, Europe and parts 
of Asia were once all part of one super 
continent. They began to drift apart 
millions of years ago and are still in 
motion. 


The 400-foot Glomar Challenger has 


sophisticated gyroscopes and other 
instruments which enable her to main- 
tain constant position within a 20-foot 
radius for days at a time. 


McKnight said one of the major ob- 


jectives of this fall's work will be to 
determine the age of the Indian Ocean 
basin. 


Least-studied ocean 


He said that body of water, believed 


to be among the younger of the major 
oceans, has also been the least studied. 


The UWO geologist said the Glomar 


Challenger is expected to be drilling 
this fall through water depths of 
between 12.000 and 15,000 feet. In other 
missions, the ship has drilled into ocean 


Peace moves wait while Israel hunts terrorists 


Editor's Note — Events in the Middle 


East now seem to be centering on 
Israel's manhunt for Arab terrorists, 
and leaders in Jerusalem evidently 
have put peace efforts in abeyance. 
But, despite the Munich tragedy and 
Israeli reprisals, the Mideast 
belligerents seem to be inching 
toward peace rather than war. Here 
is the second of two dispatches on the 
situation.

BEIRUT (AP) - An angry and 


frustrated Israel has declared war to 
the bitter end against Arab terrorists 
and the governments that support 
them. 


The violence which many in the 


area now think is inevitable may set 
back peace efforts but is unlikely to 
shatter them. 


The Israeli manhunt against Arab 


terrorists may — while satisfying an 
emotional desire for revenge — ac- 
tually improve peace prospects. 


Israel believes Arab governments 


are unable or unwilling to tackle the 
Palestinian guerrilla movement and 
the small, hardcore terrorist element. 
Israeli leaders evidently believe it is 
better to stamp the guerrillas out now 
than let them run loose, lest one day 
they torpedo a possible peace 
agn^«««t with Egypt or Jordan.

Foreign Minister Abba Eban said 


much the same thing, but his remarks 
underscored the Israelis' determinat- 
ion to wipe out the guerrillas. 


Correspondents covering Eban's 


recent news conference could not 
remember his ever being so angry as 
when he said: "Peace isn't the 
question in my mind today. The 
question is how to eliminate this 
scourge (terrorism)." 


He made it quite clear that the 


Munich killings had pushed the search 
for peace into the background, and 
he added that, in all future meetings 
with foreign government officials, "I 
would not talk to them about 
anything except this - terrorism." 


Like Mrs. Meir, Eban said Israel was 


not closing the door on peace but 
asked, "What is the use of talking 
about that today to Arab govern- 
ments?" 


In an apparent indication he shares 


the view that Israel eventually will 
have to redress Palestinian grievances 
in any peace settlement, Eban 
concluded: "Any legitimate aspiration 
in the Middle East can be achieved 
by peaceful means." 


Eban later said Jordan was welcome 


to include Palestinians in any negot- 
iating team it might send to talk 
peace, "representation that would 
reflect all the parties with whom we 
wish to reach peace." 


However, in discussions before 


Munich, the Israeli Cabinet was 
divided over which Arab government 
to approach first - Egypt or Jordan. 


The Israeli defense minister, Gen. 


Moshe Dayan, believes the first 
address should be to Egypt, "in whose 
hands is the key to peace." Dayan is 
supported by Shimon Peres and 


Shlomo Hillel, ministers of transport 
and of police. 


Addressing himself obliquely to the 


Egyptians, Dayan in a speech Aug. 17 
suggested a division of the Sinai 
Peninsula as a "compromise of the 
Egyptian-Israeli conflict. This line, 
temporary or permanent, could give 
the populated areas of both Egypt and 
Israel maximum security." 


Israel, said Dayan, still was ready 


for an interim agreement to reopen 
the Suez Canal — an Egyptian init- 
iative sponsored by the United States. 


Then, to clinch the fact that Israel 


was hot on the peace trail, Dayan 
added: "We must strive for a renewal 
of contacts — even if they are indi- 
rect - with the Arab states and, first 
and foremost, with Egypt, in whose 
hands is the key to peace. Israel wants 
full peace; but, nonetheless, we are 
ready for a partial settlement - for 
stage-by-stage peace." 


Israeli political observers called 


Dayan's statement a "significant shift 
in Israeli policy" and noted that 
Dayan once had said he would rather 
fight than pull out of occupied 
territory under a settlement less than 
full peace. 


Cairo newspapers said the plan 


reflected the Israeli leader's 
arrogance. 


On the other side in the Israeli 


Cabinet discussions are those who 
favor approaching the Arab leader 
most willing to talk peace at the 
moment, Jordan's King Hussein. They 
include Deputy Prime Minister Yigal 
Allon, Eban and Finance Minister 
Pinhas Sapir. 


Mrs. Meir appears to be fluctuating 


between these two lines, AP 
Correspondent Hal McClure reports 
from Tel Aviv. 


Hussein has a plan for a Palestinian 


province under his authority. The 
guerrillas vehemently oppose this. 
Black September and other extremist 
groups have vowed to assassinate him 
if they can. 


Thus Israelis believe it is in their 


interest to remove these groups from 
the Middle East stage if they can 
while remaining open to any peace 
proposals that emanate from Cairo or 
Amman. 


According to one aide, King Hus- 


sein plans to go ahead with efforts 
for a settlement with Israel, perhaps 
early next year, without waiting for 
Israel to come to terms with Egypt. 


Where does this leave the guerrillas 


and the many Palestinians outside 
Jordan and the occupied territories 
who support their cause and see 
Hussein and Egypt's President Anwar 
Sadat moving toward peace? 


If Israel stiffens its terms, does not 


come up with a comprehensive plan 
for resettlement and compensation for 
refugees and engages in an 
in- 


discriminate m a n h u n t for the 
terrorists, it is likely to stiffen 
Palestinian resolve and make 
recruiting easier for desperate groups. 


This could lead to a long, virtually 


unstoppable string of Munichs, put- 
ting more roadblocks in the already 
tortuous path to peace.

supreme; Hussein never has been in 
a stronger position, and the Pales- 
tinian guerrilla movement seems to be 
losing steam every day.

Federal officials "actually testified 


under oath that they had to balance the 
government's rights against the 
people's rights. The government, 
however, has no rights. It has only 
limited power delegated to it from 'We, 
the people," the House Government 
Operations Committee said Thursday. 


A 46,000-word report on the impact 


and administration of the 5-year-old 
Freedom of Information Act was 
released by the committee which took 
sworn testimony from 142 witnesses in 
41 days of public hearings. 


While some agencies have sought to 


follow the open-government mandates 
of the law, the committee said, "the 
overall picture which emerges was 
encrusted with bureaucratic dust and 
grime which need to be vigorously 
scrubbed away." 


Efficient operation of the law, the 


committee added, "has been hindered 
by five years of foot-dragging by tbe 
federal bureaucracy. The widespread 
reluctance of the bureaucracy to honor 
the public's legal right to know has been 
obvious 
in 
parts 
of 
two 
ad- 


ministrations." 


The panel concluded there is a need 


"to strengthen and clarify (the law) to 
make it more effective and responsive 
to an open society." 


The law. which took effect July 4,1987, 


provides that any citizen may see a 
government document in the files, but 
lists specific categories of material 
which can be exempt from disclosure. 


The committee said the provisions 


allowing withholding of information- 
intended to safeguard vital defense 
secrets, personal privacy, trade secrets 
and the like—"have been misused" by 
federal agencies. 


"The desire to withhold records which 


might embarrass an agency" has 
played a part in the lingering secrecy, 
the committee said. 


It urged "a more positive attitude in 


support of 'open access' from the top 
administrative officials ...." 


The 
committee 
recommended 


legislation to impose time limits in- 
tended to speed bureaucratic response 
to requests for information. Other 
proposals would award costs and legal 
fees to a complaining party if a court 
decides data was improperly withheld, 
and would block an agency from mixing 
non-exempt and exempt records in a 
single secret file. 


•'Nearly all agencies move so-slowly 


and carefully in responding to a request 
for public records that a long delay often 
becomes tantamount to denial," the 
committee said. 


Some agencies, it added, "have 


harassed citizens who had the temerity 
to press their demands for public 
records.

Power runners 
challenge UW 


MADISON (AP) - "The Crunch is 


Back," proclaim the publicists of the 
Syracuse University football team that 
will meet Wisconsin Saturday. 


But "The Crunch," apparent as the 


Orangemen piled up 351 yards in a 
season opening 17-10 victory over 
Temple, mysteriously vanished a week 
ago in a 43-20 defeat by North 
Carolina State. 


Coach Ben Schwartzwalder, with 22 


straight winning seasons at Syracuse, 
was so upset by the defeat he has had 
his Orangemen back working on 
basics this week, hoping to correct 
mistakes that have cost them 222 
yards in penalties in two games. 


If "The Crunch" is to return at Camp 


Randall Saturday, it may have to come 
without help from veteran quarterback 
Bob Woodruff, who injured a shoulder 
last week. Also questionable is Bob 
Barlette, one of the few speedsters in 
the Orangemen's stable of big, strong 
but mostly slow running backs. 
i mining udiru>. 


Wisconsin, however, is preparing 


for a much stiffer test than last 
weekend when it coasted pest 
Northern Illinois 31-7. 


"Syracuse is somewhat different in 


that it employs an unbalanced line as 
a basic formation," said Lew Stueck, 
the Badgers' defensive coordinator. 


Stueck said the unblanced line 


causes extra pressure for the 
strong-side linebacker. Mark Zakula, 
who plays the position for te Badgers, 
is only a sophomore. 


"The strong-side linebacker finds 


himself playing opposite a tackle with 
another man flanking him," Stueck 
said. "He's not used to that, and he'll 
have to play more like a defensive end 
or tackle than a linebacker." 


The Orangemen have an excellent 


breakaway runner in Greg Allen, 
averaging 7.7 yards per cany despite 
having missed the last two seasons. 
Allen had a 63-yard touchdown run 
against Wisconsin in 1969, then sat 
out 1970 when black players 
boycotted the football team and was 
sidelined with hepatitis last year. 


However, the main thrust of the 


Syracuse attack is the power running 
of Many (Jan the Man) Januszkiewicz 
and Roger (the Dodger) Praetorius. 
Januszkiewicz, slimmed down to 199 
pounds, is averaging 4.6 yards per 
rush and the 220pound Pratorius 4.0. 
"The basic philosophy is to ham- 


mer away at you with those outstand- 
ing backs, but they always have made 
the big play throwing," Stueck said. 
"They'll pound at you and pound at 
you, trying to lull you to sleep, then hit 
you with the big one."

Januszkiewicz' 40 yards last 


weekend moved him up to fifth place 
among career rushers in Syracuse 
history, no small accomplishment 
because that many of the great 
running backs of all time have played 
for the Orangemen - Jim Brown, 
Floyd Little, Larry Csonka, Ernie 
Davis and Jim Nance among them. 


John Jardine, Wisconsin head 


coach, said, he expected the 
Orangemen to use a run-oriented 
attack.

The Pittsburgh Pirates played hard 


all season and now it was time to pop 
off.

The clincher Thursday night was 


the earliest of the three titles for the 
Pirates. In 1970, they won on Sept. 
27 and in 1971, they won on Sept. 22. 


In the only other NL game, 


Philadelphia beat St. Louis 3-1. 


In the American League, Detroit 


thumped Boston 10-3, Milwaukee 
downed New York 6-4 and California 
topped Kansas City 4-2. 


Detroit blasted Boston for four runs 


in the first and third innings, three 
runs coming on a single by winning 
pitcher Joe Coleman, 18-13.

GREEN BAY - Jim Otto, a burly

treacherous waters of politics last 
spring. 


The Oakland Raiders' veteran center, 


persuaded to run for the city council in 
Fremont, Calif., did admirably for a 
neophyte, finishing a strong fourth in a 
field of 16 candidates running for three 
seats. But, after it was all over, Otto 
announced he was happy to be back at 
his old professional stand, where the 
Packers will find him presiding in 
Lambeau Field Sunday aftemoon. 


"It's rougher than football," he 


ruefully avowed. "Those politicians 
showed no mercy. They held rallies and 
never notified me. In football, at least, 
there are certain unwritten rules, about 
what you do and what you don't do." 


It's not a rule and it's not in writing 


but there is one constant that applies to 
Otto, who launched his football career 
under Win Brockmeyer at Wausau 
High School. The most honored offen- 
sive lineman in history, he is an in- 
variable all-pro, having been accorded 
that stature in each of his 12 previous 
Raider seasons. 


There are those who suggest that 


such honors become somewhat au- 
tomatic in the case of offensive 
linemen, who generally labor in relative 
anonymity, the inference being that the 
electors more often than not will opt for 
a familiar name rather than seriously 
attempt to evaluate the merits of the 
case individually. 


But there can be little doubt of Otto's 


right to pre-eminence. Coaches around 
the NFL, as well as those on the 
Oakland staff, say that he has main- 
tained a high level of consistency 
longer than any other player they have 
ever seen.

Kahl said Thursday he will ask for 


$791 million in general state school 
aids for the next biennium. compared 
to $467 million being spent in the 
current two-year period. 


The proposal, Kahl said, would 


mean an increase of $324 million in 
non-property tax revenues for local 
school districts. 


The hike in state funds for 


education would be aimed at reducing 
local property tax rates. Kahl said. 


The superintendent presented his 


budget preview to about 450 school 
administrators meeting in Madison. 


Kahl said the increased aids would 


reduce the average rate for school 
operating expenses from the current 
$16.40 per $1.000 of equalized valuat- 
ion to $13.50 in 1973-74 and $13 in 
1974-75. 


The increase, he said, would 


decrease the portion of total school 
costs being paid through local 
property taxes from the present 69 per 
cent to 60 per cent. 


Kahl said he has not put finishing 


touches on the budget recommendat- 
ion he will make to the governor. 


On another subject, Kahl said the 


superintendent's job should be ap- 
pointive, not elective. 


He told the administrators he has 


recommended to Lucey that a state 
board of elementary and secondary 
education be set up. and that the 
group have the power to appoint a 
superintendent 


Such a change would require 


approval of two consecutive legislat- 
ures before it could be placed before 
the voters in a statewide referendum. 


Kahl has announced he will retire

WASHINGTON - Even Hanoi- 


watchers accustomed to rigid militancy 
by the North Vietnamese politburo 
were stunned last week by its fervent 
support of Arab terrorism in Munich- 
ominously revealing the mentality of 
the men in charge at Hanoi. 


One week after Munich. North Viet- 


nam fired a propaganda barrage en- 
dorsing the guerrillas' attack on the 
Olympic Village not equalled outside 
the Arab world — certainly not in 
Moscow and Peking. Referring to the 
Arab assassins as "Palestinian pa- 
triots/' Hanoi accused Israel and the 
U.S. of plotting the Munich massacre to 
justify 
retaliation against 
Arab 


guerrilla camps. 


What makes this so surprising is the 


possible threat it poses to Hanoi's cam- 
paign to influence liberal opinion in the 
United States and Western Europe 
against present U.S. policy on Vietnam. 
Those same liberals, incensed by the 
terrorist invasion of Olympic Village, 
could be alienated by North Vietnam's 
embrace of the Arabs.

SARASOTA, Fla. (AP) -A Freudian 


scholar assigned a World War 11 task 
of compiling a top secret study of the 
mind of Adolf Hitler concluded in 1943 
that the German dictator was "in all 
probability a neurotic psychopath." 


Hitler was intrigued by wolves but 


feared horses, moonlight and 
microbes. Dr. Walter C. Langer told 
the Allied High Command in his "The 
Hitler Source Book." 


The German dictator wept over the 


death of his canary and pondered the 
most humane way to cook a lobster. 
In moments of agitation, he sucked 
his little finger and was given to 
temper tantrums, sometimes rolling 
on the floor and chewing the carpet, 
the study said. 


Masochism was the basis of his sex 


life, Langer concluded. 


After 29 years as classified material, 


Langer's psychological study of Hitler 
has been placed in the National 
Archives and published as the main 
part of a new book, "The Mind of 
Adolph Hitler." 


Langer. a 73-year-old retired Boston 


psychoanalyst who has been living in 
Sarasota, Fla., since 1961, was com- 
missioned by the Office of Strategic 
Services (OSS) in 1943 to probe 
Hitler's psyche. 


U s i n g S i g m u n d F r e u d ' s 


psychoanalytic techniques of explor- 
ing behavior patterns, Langer talked 
to available persons who had known 
the German leader more or less in- 
timately, sifted through newspaper 
and magazine reports, and read and 
reread "Mem Kampf' for clues to his 
subject's subconscious. Eight months 
and 1.200 single-spaced typewritten 
pages later, he turned over the source 
book to OSS chief Col. William (Wild 
Bill) Donovan. 


Langer had been chosen for the job 


after he wrote Donovan a letter citing 
the need for such a study. 


In the introduction to his new book, 


Langer wrote: 


"Psychological warfare, it seemed to 


me, should be much more than a 
constant repetition of fabricated 
atrocity stories which are designed to 
prove that the enemy were all 'bad 
guys' who had to be eliminated so we 
'good guys' could live in peace." 


Langer studied under Freud's 


daughter. Dr. Anna Freud, in Vienna 
from 1937-39 and saw Hitler take over 
Austria. He said: 


"I had never met him but had seen 


him several times and heard many of 
his speeches and I couldn't have been 
less impressed with anyone. 


"Because Hitler hated Jews and

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Spiro T. 


Agnew speaks no longer of the 
tongue-twisting political de.monology 
he created two years ago-not, as he 
tells it, because there is a new Agnew 
but because this is a new campaign. 


"It's a question of emphasis and 


style," the vice president said in 
describing his change in campaign 
tactics. ''It's not a question of 
changing mv principles, it's not a 
question of walking away from what 
I said before."- 


Two days into his new-look cam- 


paign. Agnew told a news conference: 
"I like it, I like the way it's being 
received, it's very comfortable to me." 


Essentially, Agnew is conducting 


now what most politicians would 
consider simply a standard campaign. 
For him, compared with what has 
gone before, it is different. 


He is not avoiding controversy nor 


has he turned soft on the opposition. 
Agnew told the Ohio Republican 
convention Wednesday night that 
Sen. George McGovern's position "are 
so far to the left sometimes they're 
almost out of sight." 


But the flamboyant rhetoric of his 


earlier campaigns is tempered now 
and Agnew says he is more attuned 
to issues, less to personalities. 


Agnew said he diecided even before 


consulting President Nixon that such 
a change would make him a more 
effective c a m p a i g n e r for the 
Republican ticket. "He agreed," Ag- 
new said. 


And so on his first full-scale 


campaign swing Agnew has: 


-Suggested in a St. Louis speech 


that his audience of Rotarv Club 
members should listen to the 
Democratic side of the campaign 
argument, too. "I have full confidence 
that you will hear prior to voting day 
the other side of the issues," Agnew 
said. 


-Said he likes it better now that he 


isn't cast as the prime critic of the 
press. "I don't think you fellows are 
so bad personally," he added. 


—Said that he is not going to 


address his campaign to Democratic 
problems but to the administration 
record "because we'll be trying to 
appeal to i n d e p e n d e n t s and 
Democrats" instead of knocking the 
other side. 


-Noted in assailing McGovern's 


defense-budget proposals that he 
doesn't question the sincerity of the 
Democratic nominee although "I tot- 
ally disagree with his conclusions." 


The theme of the !970 Agnew 


campaign was a nonstop attack 
against

Democrats-and 
one 


Republican-who he called "radical 
liberals," accusing them of advocating 
far-out positions and then trying to 
depict themselves as moderates at 
election time. 


In the old Agnew style, McGovern 


would have been a prime candidate 
for the "radiclib" label. In the new, 
the Democratic nominee is criticized 
for .bis views but not denounced.

Gone are the other villains of 1970, 


the "troglodytic leftists," the "nat- 
tering nabobs of negativism," the 
"vicars of vacillation," and the 
"hopeless, helpless hypochondriacs of 
history." 


According to Agnew, any flaws in 


the old campaigning were in the eyes 
of his beholders, not in his perfor- 
mance. "I make no apology for 
anything I said in any of those 
campaigns," he said. "I regret that 
some of the things were misunder- 
stood, perhaps, and I regret that 
connotations were placed around 
some of the more colorful rhetoric I 
may have used that I thought were 
not really indicated 


"I'm trying this year to adopt a new 


style, a style that will not bring about 
these misconstructions in my intent," 
Agnew said. "I'm also trying to place 
the emphasis in this campaign on very 
well established and logical and 
substantiated positions .... " 


But within minutes of that analysis, 


Agnew was saying that he has a 
personal theory, a "wild fancy," that 
the men accused of raiding and at- 
tempting to wiretap Democratic 
headquarters were encouraged by 
someone who purposely blew the lid 
to embarrass the Republican party. 


McGovern called that a cheap shot, 


Agnew retorted that McGovern was 
being silly. He said McGovern was not 
impervious to cheap-shot charges 
himself, then quickly added that he 
made no such accusations 


One inevitable question is whether 


Agnew's new approach is part of an 
image overhaul through which he 
hopes to position himself for a 1976 
presidential campaign. 


His answer "No." 
Whatever the intent, the political 


fact is that the new look is better 
tuned to a presidential campaign fu- 
ture. 


Agnew said he doesn't intend to get 


tough in his 1970 style even if polls 
indicate the Republican margin is 
shrinking. "I don't think there is any 
chance that it would be necessary for 
me to employ the tactics that I did 
when I was trying to shake up all of 
the me-too'ers who were hanging on 
my campaign coattails as I went 
around the country in 1970," Agnew 
said. 


Indeed, part of the Republican 


campaign game plan is to encourage 
Democrats to do just that, to turn 
away from McGovern and vote for 
the GOP ticket. 


"We have not had in recent years 


a national election in which party 
affiliations have played as little 
part," Agnew said in Columbus. 


The vice president was taking his 


overhauled campaign to Nashville and 
Chattanooga, Tenn., today after a 
brief stop in Washington. He and his 
entourage are traveling aboard two 
chartered jets leased for $171,088 a 
month plus flight and landing fees.

In the course of his research for the 


OSS, Langer also concluded: 


-Hitler's sexual perversions were 


partly influenced by his toilet training 
as & child and the shock of seeing his 
parents engage in intercourse on one 
occasion. 


-His anti-Semitism could be 


explained in part by. his own internal 
struggle. "The Jew became a symbol 
of everything Hitler hated in 
himself-fiex. disease and perversion," 
Langer said. "As the masochist he 
really is, he derives a vicarious 
pleasure from the suffering of others 
in whom he can see himself." 


-The fact that four of the five other 


children in his family died in their 
infancy may have contributed to 
Hitler's fantasies as a "Messiah" with 
a divine mission. 


Langer saw Hitler as an insecure 


weakling who somehow managed to 
convey a superman image to the 
German people. 


"It was this ability to convince 


others that he is what he is not that 
kept him from going insane," he 
wrote in his 1943 analysis. 


He also saw him as two Hitlers who 


inhabited the same body. 


"One is a very soft, sentimental and 


indecisive individual who has very 
little drive and wants nothing quite 
so much as to be amused, liked and 
looked after. 


"The other is just the opposite-a 


hard, cruel and decisive person with 
considerable energy who seems to 
know what he wants and is ready to 
go after it and get it regardless of 
cost." 


The psychoanalyst said Hitler had 


the unusual ability to assume either 
role at will. 


"The great difference between 


Hitler and thousands of other 
psychopaths is that he somehow was 
able to convince millions of people 
that the fictitious image of himself 
was really him," Langer said 29 years 
after he wrote his source book. 


Langer also wrote that Hitler hated 


his father and "unconsciously all the 
emotions he had once felt for his 
mother were transferred to Germany... 
We can now understand why Hitler 
fell on his knees and thanked God 
when the war broke out. To him it 
did not mean simply a war, as such, 
but an opportunity of fighting for his 
symbolic mother, or proving his 
manhood and of being accepted by 
her."

DE PERE - Fifteen counties and 


more than 290 young people are 
represented in advance entries filed for 
the 28th annual Northeastern Wiscon- 
sin Junior Livestock Exposition which 
opens here Monday at the Brown 
County Fairgrounds. The show and 
sale will involve steers, barrows and 
Iambs raised as 4-H Club and Future 
Fanner of America (FFA) projects. 


Preliminary entries total 573 animals. 


Included are 37 steers in the new, 
special dairy beef class, along with 155 
steers from traditional beef breeds. 


The other entries are 277 barrows 


and 104 lambs. 


Victor Wepner raises certified seed 


oats on his farm at route 1. Manawa. 
This year he planted 25 acres of new 
high-protein oats that should sell for 
from $3.50 to $5 per bushel next spring. 


But Wepner won't sell the oats for 


that price. He watched during past days 
as rains poured from grey skies to 
pound the ripe, rich oats and turn fields 
into a mire. Finally, the prime crop 
could not even be salvaged for bedding. 


"We just couldn't get onto the field," 


he says. 


Attempts were made to harvest oats 


on another 70 acres planted to conven- 
tional seed oats. The result was salvage 
of 200 bushels of oats from the entire 
field only after rutting the field in 
struggles to remove equipment. 


"The balance is standing out there 


yet," he says. Now Wepner is trying to 
harvest hay for his herd of 110 dairy 
cows. He has 150 acres of hay ready for 
harvest but because land is soggy he 
"can't do anything with it." 


Straw needed 


This year he may even have to buy 


straw for cattle bedding if rains persist. 
Corn crops are lodging in the wet soils 
and yields and roughage value may be 
sharply reduced. 


This year Wepner's problems are 


common among Fox Valley farmers. 
Their trouble started in August when 
heavy clouds dumped 6.81 inches of 
rain on fields near Appleton and similar 
amounts throughout the Fox Valley. 
Wisconsin Michigan Power Company 
records show that more than three 
inches have fallen so far in September. 
Normally, in Appleton there is 2.86 
inches of rain in August and 3.18 inches 
in September. 


The rains have turned fields soggy 


and made them virtually impassable in 
many cases. As a result fanners are 
frustrated and hay prices have risen, 
according to Marvin Heiser, state sta- 
tistician with the Wisconsin Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Cash crop farmers are feeling the 


impact of the rain too. Sweet corn 
stands unharvested in some fields and 
in Outagamie County spoiled cabbage 
is reflected in pools of rainwater.

It says the more 
moderate increase in 1971 reflected 
both the restraining influence of the 
wage-price freeze and heavier supplies 
of livestock products, particularly 
pork. 


Consumer expenditures for food 


were up 4% per cent to $118.4 billion, 
largely reflecting price increases, and 
the share of disposable income spent 
on food declined again, the depart- 
ment says.

Butz praises 
co-op efforts 


KANSAS CITY - Sprawling As- 


sociated Milk Producers Inc., dairy 
cooperative won praise from Secretary 
of Agriculture Earl Butz. who spoke to 
an estimated 2300 persons here at the 
co-op's annual meeting. 


He said the 44.000 member co-op has 


helped to "increase the stature and 
strength of agriculture." 


Butz said cash receipts for milk will 


go "over the $7 billion mark this year 
for the first time in history." 


He lauded an increase in income for 


farmers. "Indeed, net income per farm 
will average 44 per cent higher than 
during the previous eight years. And we 
won't be satisfied until the income of 
farm people at least equals the pay of 
non-farm people," he said. 


John Butterbrodt, Burnett, told 


members that improved legislative 
rulings are needed, however, if the 
co-op is to continue to function effec- 
tively. 


Court actions 


The organization now faces several 


lawsuits including one filed in Circuit 
Court in San Antonio, Tex. by the 
United States Justice Department and 
one filed in Circuit Court in Chicago by 
the State of Illinois. Both court actions 
involve alleged unfair trade practices. 
In Illinois the co-op is named as a 
co-defendant along with 15 other dairy 
co-ops who are members of Central 
Milk Producers Cooperative. 


Butterbrodt specifically asked that 


improved rulings be made detailing 
co-op rights under the Capper-Volstead 
Act which permits co-ops to organize 
and market produce. 


"Such legislation should be adminis- 


tered by the Secretary of Agriculture 
providing USDA (United States 
Department of Agriculture) jurisdic- 
tion in determining the legality of 


mergers, consolidations, marketing 
agreements, legality of contracts, and 
other matters dealing with the opera- 
tional functions of cooperatives," he 
said. 


Unless such clarification is taken 


with favorable results for the co-op- 
AMPI will be hobbled by lawsuits, he 
said. 


The expense of such actions should 


be paid by the party filing suit, he said, 
when actions are not sustained. 
Previously Butterbrodt .estimated the 
cost of lawsuits as exceeding $100,000 
monthly for the co-op. 


He asked co-op members to support 


three amendments to the Agricultural 
Marketing Act which would, said But- 
terbrodt, raise the level of dairy price 
supports from 79 per cent to 85 per cent 
of parity, establish a market order for 
the standby pool and establish non 
price orders to permit price levels to be 
established by bargaining. 


George Mehren, co-op general 


manager, told members the organiza- 
tion will pioneer new marketing efforts 
within the next year to boost income to 
members. 


Butterbrodt was re-elected 
as 


president for his third term and Roy 
Kirchner, Clintonville, was elected 
seventh vice president of the corporate 
board. He succeeds Donald Uelmen, 
Eden. Norman Barker, Pratt, Kan., was 
elected secretary.

Corn blight attacks Valley crops 


Corn fields in the Fox River Valley 


are infected with Southern Corn Leaf 
Blight which has spread throughout the 
state in recent weeks because of warm, 
muggy weather. 


The blight has developed most 


severely in fields planted to "T" cy- 
toplasm corn which is susceptible to 
the disease, according to the state 
agriculture department- "Production of 
com for grain in these southern Wis- 
consin fields planted with "T" (cy- 
toplasm corn) is expected to be cat 
considerably," said a statement from 
the department. 


In some cases normal cytoplasm 


corn, thought to be resistant, has been 


shown to be less resistant than 
previously thought, said the statement. 


Blight in Valley 


In the Fox Valley the blight has in- 


fected some fields, according to Gayle 
Worf, University of Wisconsin plant 
pathologist. 


"You've probably got as much of it 


your way (in the Fox Valley) as any 
part of the state," said Worf. He said no 
part of the state is untouched by the 
disease. 


"If the field has started drying from 


the bottom up. . .the greatest 
probability is that it is Southern Leaf 
Blight," he said.

He said that normally hybrid 
corn tends to slow blight attacking 
corn ears as the leaves begin to dry 
during this time of the year. 


State corn 
crop vital 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Wisconsin's 


corn crop is expected to contribute 
185 billion bushels to the nation's total 
crop which is estimated at eight per 
cent less than the record harvest in 
1971, according to the Agriculture 
Department. 


The total crop, a key to consumer 


meat supplies next winter, is es- 
timated at 5,124,425,000 bushels. The 
department said that estimate is four 
per cent higher than forecast in 
August. Wisconsin's crop was forecast 
at 96 bushels per acre for 185,952,000 
bushels.

Federal money and pollution 


An official from Indiana said it for Wisconsin. He said 


Congress is stalling the clean-up of Lake Michigan. It's the same 
thing officials from Wisconsin have been saying for some time, 
that the federal government doesn't put its money where its 
mouth is. 


Under present federal and state policy, a municipality can get 


80 to 85 per cent of the cost of treatment facilities by grant. But 
Perry Miller, chairman of the Indiana Stream Pollution Control 
Board, told the Lake Michigan Enforcement Conference 
meeting in Chicago, that the bill to approve federal grants for 
municipal sewage treatment plants has been stalled in Congress 
for more than a year. So it is natural for municipalities to delay 
building treatment plants until they are assured of federal funds, 
Miller said. 


There's a case in point right here in our area. The Neenah- 


Menasha Sewerage Commission is faced with a $24 million 
expansion project, and is hoping for over $19 million in federal 
and state funds. The commission is under orders to proceed with 
construction, but it does not have concrete assurances of 
federal-state aid. 


Ralph Purdy, executive for the Michigan Water Resources 


Board, added that Michigan courts were going along with 
laggard municipalities by continuing court actions until federal 
grants are received. 


Wisconsin's Thomas Frangos gave the Conference one of its 


few optimistic reports. He said Wisconsin will meet the federal 
standards of an 80 per cent reduction of phosphate discharged 
into the lake by the Dec. 31 deadline. He said 52 per cent already 
has been stopped and the reduction will reach 82 per cent by 
year end. 


It's like we have said before. The state is doing its job, but it's 


getting no help from Washington. 


The universities1 budget 


President John C. Weaver has labelled his first budget 


proposal for the merged university systems a "barebones 
budget" which is irreducible, and it is already under heavy 
attack by the educational bureaucracy. But it may be far from 
barebones in the eyes of the Wisconsin taxpayer. 


The budget calls for expenditures of $1.2 billions for the next 


two years. There can be some juggling of figures over how much 
of an increase this represents. It is 15 per cent higher than the 
budget for the last biennium. But several months ago Governor 
Lucey ordered a cutback in current university spending of $21.6 
million, and taking this into account the new budget represents 
a 17 per cent increase. Translated into taxes on the Wisconsin 
citizen, it is a 25 per cent increase. 


Included in the recommendations is a 6 per cent annual merit 


increase for faculty. And faculty representatives immediately 
jumped on that figure as "unsatisfactory." The faculty had 
asked that increases range from 9.5 to 11.5 per cent. 


The average Wisconsin wage earner who has seen his own pay 


raises limited to a maximum of 5.5 per cent by federal edict 
cannot be blamed for asking why the university faculty should 
be exempt from such restrictions. Particularly when that wage 
earner is paying the constantly increasing taxes required by the 
ambitions of the university and its people. 


The chancellors of the various units of the university system 


also girded to do battle with the spending limits imposed by the 
budget prepared by the central administration. They began 
lodging protests over programs eliminated or reduced by the 
budget makers. 


Again, that same state taxpayer may not be too sympathetic 


to the outcries of-the chancellors since it is fairly well recognized 
that the salary of a chancellor bears a direct relationship to the 
number of students he can attract to his campus. 


The problem facing Wisconsin, its taxpayers and its univer- 


sity, is that in years past we erected a higher education system in 
this state equal in quality and quantity to the best of any state in 
the union. Then, when the flood of students descended upon this 
structure under a newly accepted principle that every high 
school graduate in the state deserved a higher education, the 
ballooning costs outstripped the more conservative growth of 
the state's economy. The result was a need for constantly higher 
tax rates to meet higher educational expenditures. A vicious 
circle ensues, for the higher and higher taxes make it 
increasingly difficult for the state to attract and retain industry. 


President Weaver says this budget cannot be cut without 


damaging the quality of university education. There may be a 
need this biennium for selective cuts beyond the irreducible 
minimum. 


A way to end skyjacking 


It's surprising that a proposed attempt to halt the rash of 


skyjackings hasn't been suggested before. 


A subcommittee of the International Civil Aviation Or- 


ganization has suggested air boycotts be used against nations 
which do not cooperate in arresting, prosecuting or in the 
extradition of accused skyjackers. At first the uncooperative 
nation would not be permitted to have its airlines land in 
countries which supported the action. Then no member nation's 
line would land in the offending country. 


Obviously this would severely hurt the developing countries, 


many of which have one airline tied financially and politically to 
the ruling regime. But in general the developing countries are 
the offenders in the skyjacking. Arabs and Cubans have consti- 
tuted the majority of skyjackers. Little official action has been 
taken against those who have landed in Havana or Algeria, for 
instance, although it is generally conceded that there isn't much 
enthusiasm anymore for the air pirates. 


It is true that in such countries tourism is not big business due 


to the unsettled conditions. However, the matter of prestige is 
important and so is air transport of needed commodities. The 
threat of closing off completely air traffic, except from other 
nations in similar circumstances, might well bring some second 
thoughts about the political advantages of not prosecuting 
skyjackers. It could also do something for taking off the hook 
regimes which might be reluctant to make arrests under current 
circumstances. 


In the past, neutral nations, including the United States, often 


offered sanctuary to political refugees from unsympathetic 
governments. Skyjackers claim to be such refugees but 
generally the facts belie their claims. The United States, for 
instance, months ago offered to arrange passage to Havana for 
anyone wishing to go in order to help prevent the potentially 
dangerous skyjackings. There were no takers. 


Unfortunately the new plans won't have a chance of becom- 


ing effective until 1974 because of the extremely slow processes 
still needed in the acceptance of international regulations. It is 
likely that by that time the boycotts may not be needed. 
Certainly the skyjackings are becoming of less political advan- 
tage to the belligerent countries. By 1974 they may have no 
impact at all and skyjackers will be seen everywhere for what 
they are —irresponsible hooligans with no consideration except 
for their own immediate advantages which themselves may be 
based more on disordered mental and emotional situations than 
upon anything else.

We're inconsiderate 
of the unfortunate 


What the bulk of society really wants 


is for unpleasant people to go away and 
not bother anybody. "Unpleasant 
people" are the poor, the convicted, the 
mentally ill. the 
old and 
the 


troublesome young. 


So-called poverty programs keep the 


poor just where they are, barely hang- 
ing on and discreetly out of sight. "Ur- 
ban redevelopment" means putting the 
poor where out-of-town visitors can't 
see them. 


Our jails and prisons are devoted to 


keeping unpleasant characters out of 
circulation as long as possible, provid- 
ing minimum opportunities for their 
rehabilitation and then throwing them 
back into cells as fast as they get out 
and demonstrate their inability to 
break the law again successfully. 


Our mental hospitals are grossly un- 


derstaffed, relying on drugs to keep 
patients tranquil instead of positive 
therapy to make them well. We will 
spend millions for new buildings to put 
these patients in, but we won't pay- 
enough for doctors, nurses and or- 
derlies to establish a system in which 
hope, and not despair, is the chief 
climate. 


Our old people are simply a drag. 


Most have no place to live, no income 
to live on, and little to live for. We 


scarcely even pretend to be concerned 
about this social problem, embarrass- 
ing though it is. 


The troublesome young are told to 


cut their hair, brush their teeth, keep 
going to school (no matter how rotten 
school may be) and face the delightful 
prospect of being drafted at eighteen. 


If they get into real trouble with the 


law, they are either put on probation 
and allowed to keep doing the same 
things until the boom is dropped, or else 
they are stuck into a "training school" 
where they are trained to be profes- 
sional criminals in a short time. 


Despite our massive programs, and 


our appropriations, and our public and 
private welfare agencies, the plain fact 
of the matter is that the average 
American doesn't give a damn about 
anyone outside the mainstream of our 
society — and everybody outside the 
mainstream knows it. So do the few- 
dedicated people who work with them. 


If we really cared, would we tolerate 


our Congress spending billions and 
billions for highways (with no relief of 
traffic congestion), and a mere dribble 
for decent, human-scale housing? Or a 
fifth of our national budget to put a man 
on the moon (wholly for reasons of 
pride), while our whole school system is 
falling apart?

Public sensitivity 
to violence rising 


WASHINGTON - In thinking about 


violence and its many current out- 
bursts, it is important to think hard. For 
impressions based on random events to 
which 
television 
imparts 
a 


medodramatic character are' almost 
certainly false impressions. 


In particular, it is not clear that the 


level of public violence is on the rise. Or 
if so why. Nor that the public has 
become desensitized to violence. 


One warning of how wrong first 


impressions can be is signaled by a 
glance at the authorities responsible for 
the most egregious acts of recent 
violence. There is Chancellor Willy 
Brandt of West Germany who ordered 
the ambush of the Arab guerrilla group 
that tried their terror tactics at the 
Olympic Games; Prime Minister Golda 
Meir of Israel who ordered the retalia- 
tory raids on the Lebanon; and Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller who now is being 
officially faulted for ordering police 
repression of the uprising at the Attica 
prison in New York a year ago. 


Enlightened and humane 


Three more enlightened and humane 


public officials would be hard to name. 
Chancellor Brandt only last year won 
the Nobel Peace Prize for setting in 
motion detente in Europe. Mrs. Meir 
made her mark as a champion of a 
dispossessed people. Gov. Rockefeller 
is renowned as a philanthropist and 
connoisseur. 


No doubt all three made bad mis- 


takes in handling the events now in the 
forefront of the news. But they made 
their mistakes against a background of 
tolerant behavior. In coming down 
harshly. Chancellor Brandt, Mrs. Meir 
and Gov. Rockefeller were reacting to 
those who took advantage of their 
fundamental decency. 


A second caveat emerges from the 


characteristics of the police forces in- 
volved in the mass slayings at Munich 
and Attica. They were not the truly 
tough kind of centralized gendarmerie 
that keeps the peace so ruthlessly in 
France. 


Inexperience blamed 


They were state police operating in a 


federal system —that is to say, a system 
made deliberately ineffective the better 
to mitigate the tyrannical bent of 
government and its police. If they 
butchered men, it was more through 
inexperience than fell purpose. 


A third reason for caution in judg- 


ment arises from a case that is now 
focusing on the American bombing of 
North Vietnam. I mean the case of Gen 
John Lavelle, the Air Force officer re- 
tired after it was discovered that he had 
falsified reports of bombing strikes tc 
bring them within the ambit of his 
orders. 


The real issue in the Lavelle case is 


not whether he violated orders with the 
complacent accord of his superior of- 
ficers. The real issue is whether there 
were -or indeed are -any meaningful 
orders on the bombing. My strong 
impression is that the orders, or rules of 
engagement, which have emerged from 
the Nixon White House are so 
complicated, so full of conflicting in- 
junctions accumulated over the years, 
that no one can know their precise 
meaning. 


Moreover, I also have the feeling that 


the imprecision is deliberate. Even self 
styled tough guys, even Richard Nixon 
and Henry Kissinger, don't really want 
to know about the effects of the violent 
action they institute. 


A final note of caution emerges from 


the widely circulated deiaration against 
violence made by the Soviet author 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn in the un- 
delivered Nobel Prize lecture. Mr. 
Solzhenitsyn is a supreme artist and his 
words wring the heart. 


Improvement in Russia 


But his statement does not come out 


of an Arctic night of horror and bru- 
tality. Even in the Soviet Union the past 
two years have witnessed an unmis- 
takable improvement, an easing up on 
arbitrary arrests and indiscriminate 
violence. 


My own impression is that in this 


country and Europe, at least, public 
sensitivity to violence is on the rise -Tin 
inevitable accompaniment 
of die 


general spread of middle-class stan- 
dards to an increasingly affluent 
population. Acts that used to pass vjn- 
noticed now attract attention and 
evoke horror. 
'". 


There is less and less stomach hi 


official quarters for applying sanctions, 
and when they are applied the job tends 
to be messy. The messiness in turn 
attracts even more attention. 
* 


But all that is surmised — which Js 


precisely the point. The levels of and 
reason for public violence cannot be 
accurately ascertained, and that fact 
should breed in all of us a certain cau- 
tion.

McGovern-Butz battle over grain 'deal'

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


McGovern-Butz wrangle over wheat 
dealings with the Soviet Union and 
alleged footsie playing between the 
Agriculture Department and the 
private grain trade has turned into the 
most heated farm event in this 
election year. 


Four years ago, when' Richard 


Nixon and Hubert Humphrey were 
running, the Republicans were 
decrying low farm prices, farm debt, 
the exodus of farmers to town and 
rising costs of production. 


Orville L. Freeman, then secretary 


of agriculture, accused Nixon of 
"artful deception" in not making his 
farm view clear. 


"It is unconscionable," Freeman 


said on Oct. 11, 1968, "to ask farmers 


to vote for leadership for the next 
four years on the basis of which 
candidate has the widest smile and 
the brightest shoe shine." 


Today, while the old standard issues 


of rural bread and butter are still 
raised, the huge sales of U.S. grain 
to the Soviet Union are standing high 
on the rhetorical scale for Republican 
and Democrats alike. 


Sen. George McGovern, Democratic 


congressional inquisitors and others 
raise questions whether Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. Blitz and aides have 
fully disclosed details about the Soviet 
grain sale and the role of USDA 
among private export companies. 


Suggestions by McGovern that 


"secret" deals were made and the 
information purposely leaked to some 
trading companies have been denied 
by Butz as "bald-faced lies" and at- 


tempts by the Democrats to scuttle 
the Soviet deals. 


Buiz denies emphatically that the 


McGovern charges will lessen Nixon's 
chances among farmers in November. 


"No, I don't," Butz replied to the 


question last week. "Because this 
Russian grain sale was a tremendous 
thing for the American farmer, the 
American maritime unions. We es- 
timate that for every million tons of 
grain sold we create between 3,000 
and 5,000 additional jobs." 


That adds up to between 25,000 and 


30,000 more jobs for an entire year, 
Butz said. 


"And you're not going to make 


those people very mad," he said. 
"You're not going to make the 
farmers very mad by getting an ad- 
ditional 50 cents for their wheat. 
You're not going to make the 


American taxpayer very mad by 
reducing the cost of the (set-aside) 
program by $200 million a year." 


McGovern will continue to hammer 


at Butz and Nixon on the questions 
raised by the administration's role in 
the Soviet sales. A main point in- 
volves what McGovern sees as at 
least an ethical question over the job 
shuffling between the private grain 
trade and the Agriculture Depart- 
ment. 


The major name in the controversy 


is former Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture Clarence D. Palmby who 
left the department last June before 
the Soviet grain sales were made 
public. But other figures also are 
involved, including some key ad- 
ministrative posts of USDA who 
formerly had worked for large com- 
modity firms. 


McGovern lashes USDA

States Department of Agriculture (US- 
DA) helped giant wheat firms make 
profits at the expense of farmers, 
charged Sen. George McGovern, 
Democratic Presidential nominee, in 
his latest attack on the agriculture 
department and Nixon Administration.

New era of pollution control

OSHKOSH - A whole new era of 


pollution abatement, demanding con- 
tinued heavy expenditures by industry, 
was predicted Thursday afternoon by 
representatives of the paper industry 
and the state Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR). 


Edwin A. Locke, president of the 


American Paper Institute, New York, 
told a group of investment institution 
representatives that federal legislation 
is in the works to require industries to 
apply the "best practicable control 
technology by July 1, 1977" and the 
"best available technology by June 1, 
1983." 


Oliver Williams, assistant adminis- 


trator of the DNR's division of en- 
vironmental protection, said the federal 
Environmental Protection Agency 


(EPA) has been easing in the new 
federal regulations to pick up where the 
state efforts left off. He said the federal 
law would put teeth 
into 
the 


guidelines. 


"It's not what you did yesterday," he 


said- "It's what you're going to have to 
do tomorrow that matters." 


Investment firm sponsored 


The panel discussion opened the af- 


ternoon session of the first annual 
paper seminar sponsored by Robert W. 
Baird & Co., Milwaukee-based invest- 
ment firm. The conference is being held 
to allow paper firms to acquaint the 
investment institutions with their 
companies. 


The investors, representing com- 


panies from many parts of the nation, 
were given a picture Thursday of the 
pollution abatement demands the 


paper industry and other industries in 
the United States will have to face in 
the next decade. 


Locke said the legislation, being 


designed in a congressional conference 
committee revises the earlier legisla- 
tion which had 1976 and 1981 deadlines 
but still makes strong demands for 
working toward the zero pollution 
discharge goal.

program, he said, the state probably 
will still administer the abatement 
orders but the orders will be based on 
the federal law and the EPA guidelines.

All 4 candidates 
out campaigning

presidential campaign, all four major 
candidates are taking to the hustings 
today. 


President Nixon prepared to fly to 


Texas. Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
is making a series of appearances in 
the South. Democratic presidential 
nominee George McGovern is in 
Detroit, and his runningmate, Sargent 
Shriver, is campaigning in New York. 


Agnew, just a. few days into his 


official election effort, has responded 
sharply to McGovem's steady crit- 
icism of the Nixon administration's 
Vietnam policy. 


Dropping the low-key style he used 


earlier in the week, Agnew told a 
Republican rally in Chattanooga, 
Tenn., that McGovern is "parroting 
the propaganda of the North Viet- 
namese" in criticizing U.S. bombing. 


Thus, Agnew said, the Democrat is 


helping to destroy "the morale of 
thousands of Americans who are not 
in possession of the facts" about 
communist aggression. 


Meanwhile, Nixon was ready today 


to depart on his most important trip 
so far in the campaign-on overnight 
jaunt to Texas. 


The President planned to attend a 


reception and buffet dinner tonight 
for wealthy Democrats for Nixon at 
the Floresville ranch of John B. 
Connally, the former Democratic 
governor and Treasury secretary. 


On the Democratic side, McGovern 


says he plans to talk to the voters by 
television in a series of quiet "fireside 
chats," alluding to the historic radio 
addresses of President Franklin C. 
Roosevelt 


The South Dakota senator said 


Thursday night that he has been 
having trouble getting his message 
across to the people in "partisan" 
speeches at airport rallies and street 
crowds. 


McGovern made the statements to 


newsmen as his campaign jet headed 
to Detroit after a day of troubles in 
his city-hopping campaign. In New 
York Thursday, McGovern drew-t>y 
newsmen's estimate-only 200 persons 
to a street appearance in a densely 


populated Italian-American section 
because, residents said, no one told 
them the candidate would appear. 


Earlier in Queens, the crowd was

Earlier Thursday, Shriver told the

What makes this so surprising is the 


possible threat it poses to Hanoi's cam- 
paign to influence liberal opinion in the 
United States and Western Europe 
against present U.S. policy on Vietnam. 
Those same liberals, incensed by the 
terrorist invasion of Olympic Village, 
could be alienated by North Vietnam's 
embrace of the Arabs. 


In fact, this embrace until now has 


received no attention in the West. But 
Hanoi could scarcely have counted on 
that. Some Hanoi-watchers doubt the 
North Vietnamese politburo even 
contemplated an adverse Western 
reaction to its pro-Arab propaganda. 


Rather,

Hanoi 
believe 
its

ideology is so inflexilbe that it felt 
impelled to applaud Arab terrorism no 
matter what the cost. Such dogmatism 
supports those pessimists in official 
Washington who doubt Hanoi will ever 
settle the war on anything less than its 
own terms. 


The North Vietnamese reaction to 


the Sept. 5 Munich massacre came

"The recent bloody incident in Munich 
is eloquent proof of the cruelty and 
perfidy of the U.S. and Israeli aggres-

the newspaper continued. 


Charging that the U.S. and Israel 


"deliberately allowed" the murder of 
Israeli Olympians as a pretext for

CUNTONVILLE -Handling juvenile 


cases is socialized justice and not a 
court of law in the strictest sense, Judge 
Nathan Wiese told the Business and 
Professional Women this weekl 


Weise, who lives in Clintonville, 


presides over juvenile cases among his 
other duties in Waupaca County Court 
Branch 2. 


Weise said he wasn't speaking of 


juveniles between the ages of 16 and 18 
involved in traffic violations, who are 
handled like adults under the same 
circumstances, but in other instances 
when they are treated in a special way 
and in a special category. 


Being a juvenile judge requires 


knowing strengths and weaknesses 
since each case is different and the 
disposition can't be based on previous 
cases. "We are trying to help rather 
than punish them," he said. 


Weise said it is a sort of different type 


of law and the judge is supposed to be a 
cross between King Solomon and Job. 


In years past, he noted that young- 


sters were treated the same as adults 
and placed in the same type of jail, but 


this has been changed. He pointed out 
that transactions in juvenile court are 
closed to the public and the files are 
kept locked He said a juvenile corn- 
miting a felony does not carry the 
record into his adult life. The 
philosophy behind this is the hope that 
the juvenile will straighten out through 
supervision or whatever type of action 
is required, he said. 


Following a criminal act, the juvenile 


can be found delinquent and then the 
court can decide with the social service 
worker what can be done. "The pur- 
pose is to be preventive and rehabilita- 
tive, and not punitive and retributive," 
he stressed. The court also recognizes 
home and background from which 
people come; all of these are usually 
symptomatic of something that should 
be changed, he said. 


By the time a juvenile appears in 


court, he already has been in trouble in 
school, or has been doing such things as 
shoplifting or maybe taking a car for a 
joy ride. First referrals are usually 
made to the Department of Social Ser- 
vices. Department personnel will talk 
with the youngster and his family and 


in this way attempt to get the juvenile 
straightened out so he doesn't have to 
be referred to juvenile court, he noted. 


When the youngster gets into more 


trouble with the police, a petition for 
determination of status will be set 
forth. It will list counts allegedly 
performed by the youngster and other 
information before a decision 
is 


reached on the course of action to be 
taken. The Department of Social Ser- 
vice makes the study and gathers the 
information. 


Weise said that during the last four or 


five years the juvenile court has 
become more of a criminal court. All of 
the constitutional rights heard so much 
about also apply to the juvenile. He said 
the court handles about 100 juvenile 
cases, other than traffic, a year. 


"It is rather difficult to go according 


to the criminal rules and apply social 
philosophy, so the ones who are prone 
to violate come before us quite often," 
Weise said. 


He noted, however, that between 85 


and 90 per cent of the juveniles that 
come before him with their parents and 
"talk it over" do not come back.

^Thomas S. Smith has called for the 
strengthening of private higher educa- 
tion to protect the freedom of all higher 
education. 
~_ Addressing Lawrence students and 
^faculty members at a matriculation 
convocation this morning, Sm.'th 
warned that unless private universities 
and colleges remained strong, the 
country would see a monopoly in the 
higher education system, "a monopoly 
which would permit the political sys- 
tem to control courses and course con- 
tent, text books, curricula, faculty as- 
signments, ranks and salaries and the 
selection of the students who will at- 
tend the colleges." 
- At the same time, Smith said he 
recognized the growing financial 
squeeze on private universities and 
suggested two methods in which tax 
funds could be used to help the private 
schools while permitting them to 
maintain their independence. 
~ The first method is a voucher system 
which, he said, is already being used in 
various forms in some states, including 
Wisconsin. Under this system the 
student would receive a state voucher 
which could be used at any school in 
the state. 


The second method would be direct 


tax relief which would allow the payer 
of tuition to deduct part of the cost 
from his income tax. 


> 
Greater freedom 


, "In both methods the student has a 
greater freedom of choice more nearly 
independent of economic necessity and 
forces all the colleges to compete for 
students on a more nearly equal basis," 
lajmith said. 
••'. The Lawrence president noted that 
after the period of campus disruptions, 
repressive legislation was passed by 
many states and the federal govern- 
ment aimed at punishing or eliminating 
undesirable students and faculty. 


However, he said he knew of no 


legislation abridging the principles of 
academic freedom and tenure —the two 
principles which "are the guarantors of 
the freedom to learn and the freedom to 
teach." 


The reason this type of purge has not 


yet occurred, he said, was "because of 
the existence of a relatively large, 
strong system of independent private 
higher education." 
Smith added, 


"The public sector of higher education 
cannot be politically suppressed while a 
strong free alternative stands by." 


He expressed fear, however, that this 


situation would not always exist unless 
the private schools receive "no strings" 
financial help. "About 365 private 
colleges are not expected to survive the 
financial crunch for the next five 
years," he said. 


"Insure freedom" 


He termed Lawrence as one of "the 


strong independent colleges whose 
freedom helps to insure the freedom of 
all colleges." Lawrence, he said, meets 
all characteristics cited by educational 
experts as being necessary for quality 
education, but noted the university has 
regressed because of economics in the 
area considered as most important - 
student-faculty ratio. This has gone 
from 10 students for each faculty 
member to 12. 


While giving an optimistic financial 


outlook for Lawrence, Smith said the 
university still could not meet all of its 
needs. He noted that last year, for the 
first time in four years, Lawrence had a 
balanced operating budget and expects 
to have a balanced operating budget 
again this year. 


A major goal of the university is to 


increase the university endowment to 
ease the financial burden on the 
students, "to narrow the cost gap 
between 
Lawrence 
and 
public 


colleges," Smith said. "We cannot ex- 
pect our students to pick up indefinitely 
the rising costs of attending a private 
college." 


He noted that a present student tui- 


tion accounts for 70 per cent of univer- 
sity income while endowment income 
represents 20 per cent of their operating 
budget. The remaining 10 per cent 
comes from gifts and grants.

said he was sure of the downward 
revision. 


"The marginal profit is discouraging 


the paper companies from borrowing 
for capital improvement," he said. 


Government statistics show general 


paper and allied industry net profits at 
just under 5 per cent for 1971 compared 
with 7 per cent for 1970 and 9.7 per cent 
for 1969. 


Locke said pulp and allied products 


sales were a record $22 billion the past 
year and were expected to reach $24 or 
$25 billion this year. 


He predicted a profit improvement 


this year, and noted there will have to 
be a considerable improvement before 
the industry begins a serious reinvest- 
ment program. 


He noted some improvements in the 


paper industry economic picture. 


Very high figure 


Paper and paper board production 


was at a record 5.2 million tons level 
last month, he said, noting that was a 
"very, very big figure in this industry." 


He said the annual tonnage for 1972 


would be 58 million, if the trend con- 
tinued, representing a 6.4 per cent 
increase in paper and 10.4 per cent 
increase in paper board. 


Locke also cited high efficiency rates 


in the use of production capacity in 
paper and paper board mills. 


Locke cautioned over optimism on 


the 1972 profit picture, although he said 
the six-month figures show a 30 to 40 
per cent increase over a year ago. 


He noted that the 1970 and 9171 


profits were down from the 1969 porfits 
and he explained that the 1972 profits 
won't be at the 1969 level, adding also 
that "1969 was no bonanza year." 


Locke explained that investment had 


further been discouraged by a high, 
long-term debt ratio within the paper 
industry — meaning the number of 
dollars owed to the total number of 
dollars in capital outlay. 


The debt ratio today is at 33 per cent 


compared with 20 per cent a decade ago 
and 12 to 13 per cent 20 years ago, he 
said. 


Locke 
noted 
projections 
for 


increased production in the paper and 
paper board industry are based 
primarily on economists' predictions 
for greater consumer spending next 
year. In other comments, Locke said 
that the paper industry had been lauded 
by the federal government for its 
leadership role in attacking pollution 
problems.

Man gets 90-day term 
for beating of child 


WAUPACA -Lee Wohlt, 23, of 142 E. 


Main St, Weyauwega, was found guilty 
of battery in the alleged spanking of a 
20-month-old boy. 


Judge Nathan Wiese, County Court 


Branch 2, after listening to testimony 
presented by Asst Dist Atty. Terry 
Rebholz, Wohlt's attorney, David 
Worth, Weyauwega, the child's mother 
Nikki Hemingson, Dr. Jerry Salan, Mrs. 
Diane Boden, social worker, and the 
child's maternal grandmother, Mrs. 
John Brooks, found Wohlt guilty and 
sentenced him to 90 days in the county 
jail.Mrs. Brooks testified that on the 
morning of Sept. 12, she discovered 
bruises on the child's lower back and 
buttocks when he was being cared for 
at her home, 446 Center St., Waupaca. 
She learned from a younger daughter 
who was sitting with the child, that her 
daugher Nikki had told her sister that 
Wohlt had spanked the boy the evening 
of Sept 11. 


She told the court that she took the 


child to the child welfare worker at the 
Wsupaca County Department of Social 
Services, showed the boy's injuries tc 
Mrs. Diane Boden and photos were 
made of his battered condition by a 
sheriffs department photographer. 


Nikki Hemingson told the court that 


her son kept getting out of bed repeat- 
edly between 8 and 10 pjn. on Sept. 11, 
that she had spanked him several times 
and that Wohlt had spanked him 
several times. She said that Wohlt had 
visited her frequently, brought the boy 
gifts on occasion and that she was 
certain he had no intention to hurt him. 


She testified that she loved Wholt, 


loved her son, that she had no objection 
to Wohlt disciplining her son, and that 
she had never told her sister or mother 
that Wohlt had beaten the boy. 


Dr. Salan, who had examined the boy 


on the morning of Sept. 12, testified 
that he inspected the bruises and that 
he would have reported the battered 
child incident but did not because it had 
already been reported to the proper 
authority. 


When Wohlt took the stand, under 


questioning by his attorney, he said 
that he loved the boy, that the boy's 
mother had no objection to his dis- 
ciplining the child on this and one other 
occasion and that he just wanted the 
boy to stay in bed. He said he had 
known Nikki and her son since March, 
1971, and called at the apartment often. 


The child is now in a foster home.

proximity warning indicators (PWI) in 
both airline and general aviation 
aircraft The board estimated that 82 
per cent of the 102 collisions might have 
been avoided if aircraft would have 
been so equipped. 


Most of the four recommendations 


aimed at pilots concerned increased 
precautions, training and discipline. 


Many of the 10 recommendations 


aimed at the FAA deal with education, 
training and studies relating to the 
collision problems. 


FAA recommendations 


Specifically, the NTSB recommend- 


ed, in part, that the FAA develop a total 
midair collision 
prevent 
system 


approach to training, education, 
procedures, air traffic control equip- 
ment and practices, and development 
of economical CAS and PWI systems 
for general aviation; require planes 
having landing and anti-collision lights 
to use them during the day in terminal 
and high density areas; require daytime 
use of high-intensity white lights on all 
commercial aircraft after a specified 
date; expedite the establishment of 
standard traffic pattern altitudes at all 
airports; review and reconsider the 
requiring of radar reflectors on all civil 
aircraft, and study the possible use and 
funding of small, mobile control facili- 
ties for periods of high density traffic at 
uncontrolled airports. 


The NTSB recommended to aircraft 


manufacturers that they consider 
making their planes more conspicuous 
in appearance. 


Airport owners and operators were 


advised to assure that visual flight rule 
approach and departure traffic pattern 
procedures are established at every 
airport and that the procedures are 
clearly identified and made known to 
pilots.

Dirty pot makes mighty bad coffee 


No matter how it is brewed, coffee 


tastes its best only when the coffee- 
maker is scrupulously clean, so follow 
this routine after each brew. Take it 
apart, remove the grounds and wash 
the pot (including basket, stem and 
cover) in hot soap or detergent suds. 


Just rinsing, even with very hot 


water, will not remove the oil coffee 
residue which eventually becomes ran- 
cid and gives subsequent brews a bitter 
taste. Use a well-lathered percolator 
brush to scrub out the stem and spout 
where coffee sediment and oils ac- 
cumulate. 


If necessary, scour lightly with 


cleanser, either on a dishcloth (for 
stainless steel) or on very fine steel 
wool (for aluminum or glass) -accord- 


ing to the type of pot. Rinse all parts 
with hot water, wipe dry. and leave the 
coffee-maker unassembled until need- 
ed. Cloth filters from vacuum-type cof- 
fee pots should be washed in cool 
water, then immersed in cold water 
between uses. 


If a special or large capacity coffee 


maker has been stored, rinse it before 
use with hot suds and clear water to 
remove surface dust. To recondition 
and sweeten a neglected coffee pot, let 
it perk for about 10 minutes — using a 
solution of water and cream of tartar 
for aluminum, and water with baking 
soda for other types. 


An electric coffee-maker needs to be 


washed inside and out, but should not 
be immersed unless the manufacturer 
so advises.

Q: Can the water from a central air

A: Much as I'd like to encourage your

3. Do plan to buy only the amount 


you need in order to avoid unwanted 
leftovers.

When 
purchasing 
meats, 


remember that the type of meat and the 
amount of bone and fat it contains 
determine how much is needed for each 
serving. Meat with little fat and bone 
(flank steak, boneless round and 
sirloin, liver and others) requires about 
one-quarter pound per serving. Meat 
with some fat and bone (chops, bone-in 
roasts and others) requires one-third to 
one-half pound per serving, while meat 
with considerable fat and bone (short 
ribs, for instance) should be served in 
portions of from three-quarters to a full 
pound. 


9. Do remember that less expensive, 


less tender cuts of meats do not differ 
appreciably in nutritional value from 
their more expensive counterparts. If 


cooked properly, the less expensive 
cuts of meat can be just as tasty as the 
more expensive cuts.

10. Do keep in mind that round steak 


is low in calories and relatively inex- 
pensive because it contains little waste. 


11. Do prepare and serve leftover 


meats in casseroles. Supplement the 
meat protein by adding protein-rich 
beans and peas. 


12. Do note that the form in which 


fish is bought determines the amount 
that must be bought per serving. For 
example, with fresh and frozen whole 
fish, three-quarters to a full pound is 
required per serving. A serving of 
dressed fish (with the insides, scales 
and usually^ tail and fins removed) is 
about one-half pound; filleted fish, 
one-quarter pound; and for fish steaks, 
frozen breaded portions and breaded 
fish sticks, one-third pound is required 
for each serving.

When it's a matter of an 
overtrick little is lost; when the play 
affects a slam then amny points are 
needlessly thrown away. 


Today's slam hand is a fine example 


of this principle. De clarer failed to ask 
himself the sompie question and as a 
consequence he lost his slam.

Opening lead: Queen of spades. 


After South's jump to three hearts. 


North's decision is automatic. With 
only two cards in the suit he rebids in 
no trump; with three-card support he 
raises to game. South jumped directly 
the small slam knowing that his side 
had between 33 and 35 high-card 
points. 


West led the spade queen which was 


won by dummy's king. Declarer led a 
low heart from dummy and when East 
played low. he finessed his ten. West 
won the jack gratefully and returned 
another spade. Declarer won in dummy 
once again and played another heart. 
He finessed successfully against East's 
king: however, the slam was lost. East 
had a natural trump trick and declarer 
was down one. 


Had declarer needed all five trump 


tricks he made the correct play. To 
bring in the entire heart suit he had to 
be lucky enough to find East with both 
honors and the hearts divided three 
two. However, declarer did not need all 
five trump tricks. He could afford to 
lose one trick since he had no side-suit 
losers. 


Had declarer asked himself. "How 


many tricks must I take in this suit?" he 
may well have found the winning play. 


Instead of finessing the heart ten on 


the first lead of the suit, the best play 
for four tricks is the queen. This play 
has nothing to lose and can only gain as 
in today's layout. 


When a man calb for a woman 
it is extremely rude for him to 
pork, honk and lounge in his car 
waiting for her to come out. 
Unless he is in a heavily traf- 
ficked area where it is impossi- 
ble for him to leave a car, he 
always goes to her door. 


Had declarer played the queen he 


would have captured West's jack A 
return to dummy and antoher heart 
finesse against East's ten would have 
assured only one trump loser and a 
slam contract.

Persons on kooky diets could find 
that fat is the least of their troubles 


NEW YORK - People who go in for 


"kooky" diets that allow only a very 
few selected foods may be heading for 
trouble. 


Living on just a very few types of 


vegetables, or on nothing but rice, for 
instance, or cutting way down on 
calories for a long time is not likely to 
provide the optimal amounts of all the 
nutrients the body needs for everyday 
good health. 


Take vitamins as an example. There 


are 13 you should be getting regularly, 
according to the National Research 
Council. And then there are essential 
minerals like calcium, phosphorus, iron 
and zinc. Not to forget adequate 
amounts of protein and at least some 
fat and carbohydrate. 


Vitamin B-12 is a good case in point. 


Vegetarians run risk 


"Anyone who becomes a strict vege- 


tarian for months or years on end and 
refuses to eat any meat, fish or dairy 
products runs the risk of using up the 
body's store of vitamin B-12. Even- 
tually this person may develop per- 
nicious anemia," warns Dr. Elmer 
Severinghaus, an international nutri- 
tion authority who is also medical con- 
sultant to the Vitamin Information 
Bureau. 


"Microbes are the only known 


primary natural source of vitamin B-12. 
The cells of higher organisms ap- 
parently never learned the mystery of 
how to make this essential nutrient. 
Thus, animals get B-12 from particular 
bacteria in their own intestinal gut, or 
from eating meat or meat products or 
seafoods that also contain these or- 
ganisms." 


For most people, animal products are 


the chief source of B-12. Liver, kidney 
and other viscera contain much more 


B-12 than muscle meat. Fish, shell fish, 
clams, oysters, crabs, etc.. scavenge 
large amounts of microbes from water 
and hence are also rich in B-12. Milk 
and eggs are other good sources of this 
vitamin. 


Depends on age 


The recommended daily intake is 1-6 


micrograms. depending on age. Far less 
than the amount that would cover the 
head of a pin. 


People who eat protein-rich foods 


generally get enough B-12. However, 
populations with low protein intake 
probably harbor many individuals with 
a relative B-12 deficiency. Yet even in 
such groups clinical symptoms of the 
deficiency are rare except among strict 
vegetarians. 


Some people seem to have a genetic 


predisposition to develop pernicious 
anemia more readily than others. 


Doctors recognize many signs and 


symptoms suggestive of pernicious 
anemia: lemon-yellow complexion,, 
early graying of hair, anemia, fast 
heartbeat, ankle swelling, occasional 
capillary breaks in the legs, distur- 


bances of gait, spasticity, impaired 
vibratory and position sense, hyperac- 
tive reflexes, sore tongue, low gastric 
acidity, increased intestinal motility. 
peripheral neuritis, irritability, poor 
memory, confusion or paranoid ideas. 
Of course, some of these appear only at 
the most advanced stages of the disease 
and none is specific for B-12 deficiency 
alone. 


Injections possible 


Once it is medically clear that a per- 


son does have B-12 deficiency, he is 
usually given injections of the vitamin 
until all danger is past or, as in some 
cases, throughout life if the pernicious 
anemia is due to a permanent condition 
other than poor diet. 


Fortunately, most of us have enough 


B-12 stored in our own bodies so that 
we do not develop pernicious anemia if 
we skip a meal now and then. Still, the 
best safeguard agains deficiency of this 
vitamin is the same as for all nutrients: 
make sure to eat a wide variety of foods 
and avoid crash diets that are too low 
on calories or allow only one type of 
food for weeks on end.

Go easy on baking 
soda for hiatal hernia 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am enclosing 


25 cents and a long self-addressed, 
stamped envelope for your booklet, 
"Hiatal Hernia and Eight Ways to 
Control It." I have that trouble. I take 
soda for relief. I use a one-pound box 
per month. Does soda have any harmful 
effects? -D.T. 


I'd go easy on the baking soda, sir. It 


can be harmful. This applies not only to 
hiatal hernia but to ulcers, gas, heart- 
burn and similar stomach distresses. I 
welcome a chance to point out why and 
how it can do the opposite of what you 
want it to do. 


With various stomach complaints, an 


excess of acidity (too much of the na- 
tural digestive juices) can be irritating. 
So, people think, why not stop it by 
taking an alkali which will neutralize 
the acid? 


True — temporarily! Baking soda, 


being a vigorous alkali, does indeed 
neutralize the acid, in the process 
producing a fair amount of carbon 
dioxide, which usually comes up as a 
burp. 


For the time being, the soda-taker 


feels better. But here's the rub: The 
stomach isn't supposed to be entirely 
free of acid. (Acid, in fact, is necessary 
for digestion, and in certain cases it is 
necessary to give a patient acid in one 
way or another so he can digest what 
he eats.) 


So what happens after you've taken 


soda? Nature reacts by increasing the 
stomach acid to make up for what has 
been lost. This is known as a "rebound 
effect." 


Thus the habitual soda user gets into 


an unhappy cycle of soda-reduced acid, 
then increased acid a little later. He 
feels that he needs the soda when his 
stomach begins to burn, but he doesn't 
realize that he is storing up more 
strouble for himself. 


My advice is to leave the soda alone - 


a pound a month is a whopping lot. 
Your doctor can suggest plenty of 
milder antacids that won't create fu- 
ture trouble. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My husband, in 


his late 70's, has had some heart 
damage and is bothered by poor cir-

dilation. His doctor suggested that he 
walk daily, keep his weight down and 
avoid animal fat, egg yolk, cream, 
whole milk, cheese and butter. 


A friend who has had heart surgery 


said her doctor said chocolate and 
bananas were two of the worst foods 
for the heart because bananas thicken 
the blood. 


What is your opinion of that? And 


what is your opinion as to ice cream 
being a factor in high blood pressure? — 
Mrs. R.H.B. 


Your husband's doctor gave him 


sound advice. The main effect ice 
cream would have on high blood pres- 
sure is that it is high in calories, hence 
would be one factor in excess weight 
which sould be avoided. 


rm skeptical as to whether any doc- 


tor really told your friend that 
chocolate and bananas were hard on 
the heart The only effect they would 
have would be in putting on weight. 
They do not thicken the blood. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Can you recom- 


mend anything for an extreme suscep- 
tibility to insect bites? I have used 
calamine lotion, baking soda, witch 
hazel, etc. -YJ_ 


I recently have been told that taking 


ordinary meat tenderizer, mixing into a 
paste with water and applying to insect 
stings can be very effective in stopping 
both pain and itching from insect bites 
of all sorts -bees, hornets, mosquitoes 
and others. You might try it 


Spraying yourself 
with insect 


repellent before you go out can help 
prevent stings also. 


Note to H.D.: Nc, emphysema is not a 


contagious disease. 


Much heart trouble is preventable.

Buttonhole size 


When selecting a buttonhole size for 


a new garment, remember that the 
minimum buttonhole length is equal to 
the diameter plus the thickness of the 
button plus one-eighth inch for the 
shank. 


To find the buttonhole length if a 


thick or ball button is to be used, wrap a 
one-quarter inch strip of paper around 
the button and mark with a pin where 
the ends meet. Next, flatten the paper 
strip. Measure between the pin and fold 
to determine the correct size for your 
bottonhole, then add the one-eighth 
inch.
